fights later, he suggested 


MORRIS CONCEDED the water table in

be subject to trouble with increased devel- 
opment of homes and industry

Trustee William Hegebarth, in a report 


on a meeting April 24 with Milton 
Pikarsky, Chicago superintendent of pub-

Hegebarth reported Pikarsky as saying 


the plans for the proposed northeast-south-

band would pay the court costs and the 
attorney's fee Everything seemed routine 
Jusl another divorce case for the books 
Another statistic 


But the divorce decree, which would 


make the proceedings final and binding 
wasn't filed after the trial The lady's law* 
yer was the ^tumbling block 


"We separated last year," she ex- 


plained, "and last October, I consulted a 
lawyer because I wanted the divorce " 


During her first meeting with the lau- 


yer, she had asked what the divorce would' 
ccsMa dollars and cents Each time she 
asked, he hedged around her questions, 
answering, "Don't worry. We'll make 
some arrangements later " 


During their consultations about the dr- 


vorce, the lawyer never quoted an ej|ict 
fee and reassured her that her husband

charged with migrant housing lonlng vio- 
lations by the Cook County Building De- 
partment tot week btve been summoned 
to hearings on May 12, 


In the meantime, both Ivan Vasylaty 


and Mrs. Jesse Morales have been Issued 
cease and desist orders because of several 
migrant families found living on their 
property. 


Since the lots are rated single-family, 


eviction notices can be served If multi- 
family dwelling units are found on the 
property* 


After a hearing, it's customary to give 


property owners a period of grace to re- 
move the families, according to represen- 
tatives from the building department. 


IT WAS FURTHER explained that if the 


order is not complied with by the end of 
that time, the matter probably will go to 
court* 


The violations include four spots in the 


township, Three of them are owned by 
Vasylaty who was summoned to hearings 
by county officials several times last year, 
too. 


He owns lots at 1000 R Smith Road, 600 


W, Wood St and 263 N, Quentin Road. 


Last summer, Vasylaty was given 30 


days to evict tenants but county represen- 
tatives believe the period will be shorten* 
ed this time, since he's been served with 
violation notices for the same property 
previously* 


MIGRANT HOUSING on the property 


owned by Vasylaty can beet be described 
as small farm shacks with no heating or 
plumbing. Some of them are converted 
storage sheds, He reportedly charges be- 
tween $60 and »120 a month p*r family for 
the living space. 


The Morales property has not been in- 


vestigated previously by the county zoning 
department Last week, field investigators 
found several families living at 136 N. 
Quentin Road,

CONFUSING THINGS for both state 


representatives to the fact that major 
changes have been made in one of the 
three nonpublic school aid measures, 
House Bin 2116, since the committee 
beard testimony on it last Tuesday. 


Neither Hoffman nor Mrs, Chapman has 


yet received a copy of H.B. 2350, another 
nonpublic school aid bill to come up for 
committee vote Tuesday. 


Originally H.B. 2116 calls for the state to 


make tuition grants to parents of children 
attending private and parochial schools. 
The amounts called for were f8D per 
grade school pupil and 190 per high school 


The constitutional question on whether 


the state can make payments to a church- 
operated school will be directly faced if 
the bill passes hi its amended form. The 
tuition-grant approach docked that issue. 


Mrs. Chapman, who saw a draft copy of 


HB 2350 before it was introduced gives

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House Hearing on MSD Bond Issue Tonight

The Illinois House Municipalities Com* 


rnitto U to continue this evening the 
tearing on Metropolitan Sanitary District 
<MSD> legislation* 


Committee hearings on a proposed $380 


million nonreferendum bond issue were 
continued Wednesday so legislators could 
go over planned spending with MSD staff, 


W e d n e s d a y ' s hearing drew both 


Schaumburg Pres- Robert Atcher and Elk 
Grove Village Pres. Jack Pahl. who testi- 
fied ai behalf of suburban interests in 
keeping the MSD on a 10-year construction 
schedule 


In addition to their own communities, 


Atcher represented the Northwest Munici- 
pal Conference and Pahl represented the 
Council of Governments of Cook County. 


Both officials' testimony brought out 


that the need for expanded sewer service 
has far outpaced the district's capability 
to finance this They stressed that the 
MSD must continue to keep pace with de* 


velopment or suburban growth will be 
stifled, 


THE LEGISLATURE is the sanitary 


districts only respite for additional mon- 
e y, s i n c e its financing is con* 
trolled by state statute. Unlike most other 
taxing bodies, the MSD has pegged corpo- 
rate and construction levies, not max* 
itnum allowable tax rates. 


Pegged levies, in effect, keep the dis- 


trict on a fixed income and do not provide 
the benefit of raising assessed valuation 
that comes to taxing bodies with a tax 
rate, 


Four bills have been introduced by the 


MSD to increase its spending power and 
revise its financial operations. 


Chiefly promoted is permission to issue 


1380 million in nonreferendum bonds, The 
figure is considered the MSD's portion of 
a total 12 billion 10-year clean-up and 
flood control program. State and* federal 
participation in projects would cover the 
rest of the tab, 


TRADITIONALLY, the legislature has 


frowned on granting requests for 
rendum bonds. It has sided with the Tax* 
payers Federation, which repeated its ar- 
gument in testimony Wednesday that 
bonds should be given a public vote and 
the building program, a public review. 


The MSD answer is that It would be dif- 


ficult to sell the bond referendum coun- 
tywide, that it should not risk referendum 
costs in this worthy but losing venture, 
and that even a successful referendum 
would delay construction two years, 


Vinton Bacon, MSD general superintend- 


ent, told the Northwest Municipal Confer- 
ence April 35 that if the bond issue legisla- 
tion is passed, the MSD will drop its con- 
struction fund tax. 


Ifce district will substitute a bond and 


interest fund tax, but over the 20-year 
bonding period the tax to retire bonds 
would never exceed the present construe* 
tion fund tax, Bacon said. 


The MSD construction fund levy is 


pegged at $30 million. The I960 tax rate to 
bring in this figure is H cents per $100 


assessed valuation. Bacon pointed out the 
highest the bond and interest fond tax 
rate will be in any year is 13 cents per 
$100* 


HE SAID IT is cheaper for the district 


to switch from a pay-as-you-go financing 
plan to borrowing. Bonds will cost the dis- 
trict 5 to 6 per cent per year, but con- 
struction inflation costs have been rising 
10 per cent per year, he said, 


Bill Collins, MSD treasurer, said if the 


bond issue does not get past the legisla- 
ture, the district will seek a construction 
tax rate at a maximum 26 cents per $100 
assessed valuation. 


The tax rate would give the district the 


flexible benefit of rising assessed valu- 
ation, but the bond issue would still be 
cheaper and in the best interest of the 
paying public, he said. 


Another bill is seeking a tax rate for the 


corporate fund which is pegged now at a 
$35,5 million levy. District officials feel de- 
mand on corporate funds will increase as 
the district adds staff and picks dp 


maintenance and operations costs of new 
facilities. 


LEGISLATION CALLS for a corporate 


tax rate of 18 cents in 1970, 19 cents in 
1971, 21 cents in 1972, 22 cents in 1973 and 
23.6 cents in 1974, 


Another Mil would allow the district to 


sell general obligation notes instead of tax 
anticipation warrants. Collins said notes 
draw a better interest rate as there are 
more buyers for these. The district now 
pays a 5V4 per cent interest on tax antici- 
pation warrants, Collins said, 


The treasurer figured interest on notes 


would run 3/4 to I per cent less, saving 
the district $400,000 to $900.000 a year. 


A final bill on finance would permit the 


district to borrow up to SS per cent of the 
amount levied for its corporate and con- 
struction funds. Borrowing is now touted 
at 75 per cent 


TO GET CASH for operations, Collins 


said the district now "borrows11 all of a 
$10,1 million working cash fund, then is- 
sues tax anticipation warrants. But the 
combination of both can not exceed 75 per 
cent of its total $65*5 million corporate and 
construction funds. 


Collins said this bill would give the dis- 


trict $3 million more in the corporate fand 
and *2.6 million more in the construction 
fund.

It is not. and never was intended to be, 


The court went out of its way to make 
that clear 


Ail that rt held unconstitutional was the 


formerly widespread practice of starting 
each school <Ja> uith a mini-worship ser- 
vice which typically included a devotional 
reading from the scriptures and unison re- 
citation of the Lord s Prayer 


This practice, the court 3aid. infringed 


religious Uteri) and transgressed the Line 
of separation between church and state 


drawn by the First Amendment to the 
Constitution. 


Despite the care with which the court 


formulated its ruling, one still hears — 
even from school officials — the pre- 
posterous statement that it's now uncon- 
stitutional for children to pray or read the 
Bible while they're on school property, 


Tn an effort to clear up such mis- 


conceptions, Oregon's state superintendent 
of education, Date Parnell, has issued a 
set of guidelines for public school officials 
jn his state. 


They are clear, sensible and entirety in 


accord with the spirit and letter of the 
Supreme Court ruling. They could become 
a model for similar action by other state 
Departments of Education.

ry over the Baltimore Colts in the 1969

football players. We signed 000 guy who 
was a physical education instructor m « 
junior high school and was out of football 
a couple of years. We also signed a goy 
who was working on the docks and hadn't 
played football for years. These two guys 
were our starters in our defensive back* 
field r 


The Bears, says Cody, will be much im- 


proved this coming sesson and the stocky 
backfield coach points out that the im- 
provement should come from the addition 
of some fine rookies. 


"Bobby Douglass {former Kansas quar- 


terback) 1s going to be a real good one," 


Cody remarked, "He's as big as a full- 
back and runs real bard. He has a great 
arm. I don't think that there will be any 
problems with him at quarterback be- 
cause he is lefthanded, Somewhere along 
the way he learned how to take a snap 
from center the way a righthander does. 


"I think Rufus Mayes (former Ohio 


State tackle) Is going to make a darn good 
pro tickle. He'll play on the right side for 
us* He's big, strong and quick. 


"There's one guy who we drafted who 


may surprise some peopl*," Cody contin- 
ued, "and that's Ross Montgomery* He 
played at TCU He can play either half- 
back or fullback. He's built like a bull and 
he can run/* 


The Bears came extremely close to win* 


ning the Central Division championship 
last year and with improvement this year* 
Cody feels that the Bears can win the divi- 
sion title. 


"Look bow doae we come last year,11 


Cody satd* "we came that close with a 
bunch of cripples.

Our punter, Bobby Joe Green, was 
hurt too. And of course Gale Sayers was 
hurt. But we still came close to wincing it, 


"I feel that we nave three good quar- 


terbacks in Concannon, Carter and Doug- 
lass, Rudy Bukich wants to come out and 
try it again but I otat know what's going 
to become of that Larry Rakestraw might 
be out ol a job* You can't keep five quar- 
terbacks, 


"We'll have good runners with Sayers,

Monday 
Court-Congress Fight Stirs 


by DAN BAUMANN 


In the last 15 years, the U.S Supreme 


Court has repeatedly shaken the estab- 
lished order of things through its rulings 
on segregation, rights of accused and po- 
litical representation 


Though its decisions have not been uni- 


versally acclaimed, they have been ac- 
cepted in most areas of the country as the 
"law of the land " 


NEAREST THING TO rebellion is a 


constitutional 
amendment 
which, 
if 


passed, would overturn the court's deci- 
sion prohibiting use of a state-approved 
prayer in public school 


Lack of retaliation against the Court is 


particularly interesting because Congress 
has the power to overturn the Court in 
many areas by simple legislation, 


Congress, under the Constitution, defines 


the jurisdiction of the federal courts. If it

didn't want the court to poke into certain 
areas it could simply remove them from 
the courts* purview Or it could go the 
route FDR tried, increasing the Supreme 
Court's membership tn order to change its 
philosophy 


IT HASN'T TRIED either tactic, so 


while the influence of the judicial branch 
of government has grown tremendously, 
there has been no direct confrontation 
with the legislative branch, which hap 
been losing influence and leadership. 


However, the Court is now hearitig a 


case that could bring it into direct con- 
frontation with the Congress. 


If it decides to act* Congress and the 


Court will be in direct opposition on a spe- 
cific issue, and a direct test of power will 
settle the question, 


ADAM CLAYTON POWELL, Harlem 


congressman, has gone to court over his 
expulsion from Congress because of un- 
ethical conduct After being booted out* 
Powell was re-elected to his seat several 
times, but Congress refused to take him 
back until 1968. Then it readmitted him 
after stripping him of seniority and fining 
him $25,000 


Powell says his conduct was mild com- 


pared to the corruption of some congress- 
men and claims tbe House of Representa- 
tives took action against him because he 
is black 


In any event, Powell is asking the Court 


to rule the act of Congress, m excluding 
bun, as illegal, 


Attorneys for Powell argue that Powell 


meets all the constitutional standards for 
election, that the people of his district had 
the right to pick their representative. The 
right of determining House membership 
rests with the people, not the House 


However, legislative bodies traditionally 


have settled disputes in seating and have 
traditionally policed the conduct of their 
membership, regardless of how welt or 
poorly this was done 


IN EFFECT, CONGRESS is telling the 


Supreme Court it is not the only branch 
s w o r n to uphold and enforce the 
Constitution and in fact it does not have 
unlimited power in this regard* Even if 
Congress ignored its constitutional man- 
date, the Court nas no authority to step in 
and rectify the situation 


It would be interesting to see what hap- 


pens if the Court ignores this argument. 
takes up the case and rules for Powell 
The House of Representatives might de- 
cide to acquiesce, to avert a constitutional 
crisis* 


But what if it balks' How can the Court 


implement its decrees if tbe people who it 
is fighting are immune from arrest and 
are the paymasters of those *no would do 
the arresting?

A financial crisis exists in the State of

$33,ooo,o» in his annual budget to aid non* 
public schools. Education of 528,000 non- 
public students in this ttatt would cost the 
fflinots taxpayers over 11,000,000,000, Tbe 
governor seeks to solve tbe state's finan- 
cial crisis and lessen the tax burden al* 
ready shouldered by Dlinois citizen*. 


Our legislators in this area have seen fit 


to oppoee bill* pending in tbe Illinois legis- 
lature which would grant aid to non-public 
school*. They use the ttmt worn cry of 
ufiomititutlonaJity. 


The United States and State of Illinois 


Constitutions prohibit the establishment of 
a religion snti provide that no law respect- 
ing an establishment of religion or prohib- 
iting the fret exercise thereof should be 


made, The federal Congress and the 
United States Supreme Court did not find 
a constitutional problem in passing and 
ruling upon legislation such as the G+I 
Bill of Rights which assisted and still as* 
slsts returning veterans In the field ol edu- 
cation at any approved institution whether 
it be public or non-public. 


State and federal governments have for 


years given aid to hospitals, orphanages 
and similar institutions regardless of their 
religious affiliations. 


THE STATE OF Pennsylvania, through 


its non-public Elementary tnd Secondary 
Education Act, is giving assistance to stu- 
dents in non-public schools. A bipartisan 
coalition of state legislators in Michigan 
has introduced a bill which will provide 
assistance to non-public school children,'It 


is similar In concept to the Pennsylvania 
Education Act, Indiana, Wisconsin* Mis- 
souri, Nebraska, Washington and seven 
other states have bills pending in their 
legislatures which would give aid to non- 
public schools, 


The State ot Illinois, through the Su- 


preme Court of this State, has permitted 
aid to non-public schools as early as 1917,

cularization, Berger said, is that it will 
"force people to make choices/' to face 
honestly tbe implications of a life without

tbe supernatural that has been so largely 
pushed out of modem church tile. 


Albert C. Cutler, professor d theology 


at Southern Methodist University In Dal* 
las, expressed the belief that "we're to for 
a very bad time in the next 25 years" not 
only because of membership declines but 
also "in terms of theological confusion*" 


He said the church has been so busy 


passing judgments and offering advice on 
secular issues it has tost sight of its 
primary mission of "calling people's at- 
tentioo to the sovereign grace of God.

Lawyer Won't File Divorce

was sending money to provide for me arid 
the children. He had a full-time job, and 
there didn't appear to be any financial 
problems/1 she explained. 


She and her husband were married 14 


years ago in Madison, Wis. They met 
while he was attending school at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin and she was working 
as a receptionist in a doctor's office. 


"We were both born and raised la Wi^ 


cousin/1 she said. "I lived in Madison 
with my family — my parents and two 
sisters. My dad is a printer and he worked 
hard to provide for bis family and to 
maintain the small house we owned. 


"I didn't have the opportunity to go to 


college, so after high school I worked as a 
medical receptionist* And shortly there- 
after I met my husband, and we were 
married." 


They lived in Madison while he finished 


his education, and after graduation they 
moved to * small farm town in Wisconsin* 
"We stayed there for a white. My husband 


was teaching English and reading. And 
one day he was offered a teaching positAn 
in one of the high schools here, so we 
moved/' she said, 


The family moved into one of the North- 


west suburban communities seven years 
ago, and her husband resumed his teach- 
ing responsibilities. While teaching high 
school English, he attended Loyola Uni- 
versity on a part-time basis and earned 
.his master's degree, 


They bought their own home, the com-

The divorce was heard in court on 


March 13, and the matter was decided 
easily, The husband didn't contest the ar-

After the trial, the man quit his Job, 


ceased sending money to his family, and 
accepted a part-time teaching position at 
a university in Chicago. 


In view of the husband's new financial 


position, the lawyer knew that there was a 
good possibility tha; he would never be 
paid for his legal services. At least, not 
without a lot of trouble. The lawyer might 
have to battle with him in court again to 
demand payment, or perhaps even extra- 
dJte him from another state. 


The risk was high with the lawyer as 


low man on the totem pole, so he delayed 
filing the decree which would write the 
final chapter in the case and close the 
account. 


He didn't want to chase the husband, 


haul him into court, and demand pay- 
ment. That would take time, and resides, 
he still might not pay tta fee. He could go 
to jail in deference. 


For his own safety and insurance, the 


lawyer demanded that the woman pay the 
legal fee if she wanted the divorce. The 
asking price to file the decree: £1200.

CONFUSING THINGS for both state 


representatives to the fact that major 
changes have been made in one of the 
three nonpoblic school aid measures, 
House Bill 2116, since toe committee 
heard testimony on it last Tuesday. 


Neither Hoffman nor Mrs. Chapman has 


yet received a copy of H.B. 2350, another 
nonpubllc school aid bill to come up for 
committee vote Tuesday. 


Originally H.B. 2116 calls for the state to 


make tuition grants to parents of children 
attending private and parochial schools. 
The amounts called for were 180 per 
grade school pupil and 190 par high school 
student. 


The bill's chief sponsor, State Rep. Ed- 


ward Copeland, R-Chicago, added major 
amendments Friday. 


One of the amendments, Mrs. Chapman 


said, calls for all teachers hired Septem- 
ber 1971 or after to meet state certifica- 
tion standards. She said that amendments 
"goes a long way" In satisfying her reser- 
vations about the bill. 


A N O T H E R AMENDMENT however 


eliminates tuition grants to parent and 
provides that the payments go directly to 
the nonpubllc school 


The constitutional question on whether 


the state can make payments to a church- 
operated school will be directly faced if 
the bill passes hi its amended form. The 
tuition-grant approach ducked that issue. 


Mrs. Chapman, who saw a draft copy of 


HB 2350 before it was introduced gives 
that bill the best chance of passage. It 
sets the state aid level per nonpubllc 
school pupil at $48 — the same as the Hat 
grant paid by the state, per public school 
•tudent. 
"There have been a lot of objections to 
the $60 and $80 amounts in HB 2116 be- 
cause it would mean the state would be 
paying more for nonpublic schools than it 
would be giving public schools in that 
same district," she explained.

Vasylaty who was summoned to hearings 
by county officials several times last year, 
too. 


He owns lots at 1000 N. Smith Road, 600 


W. Wood St. and 263 N. Quentin Road. 


Last summer, Vasylaty was given 30 


days to evict tenants but county represen- 
tatives believe the period will be shorten- 
ed this time, since he's been served with 
violation notices for the same property 
previously. 


MIGRANT HOUSING on the property 


owned by Vasylaty can best be described 
as small farm shacks with no heating or 
plumbing. Some of them are converted 
storage sheds. He reportedly charges be- 
tween $60 and $120 a month per family for 
the living space. 


The Morales property has not been in- 


vestigated previously by the county zoning 


department. Last week, field investigators 
found several families living at 136 N 
Quentin Road. 


In addition, there are 22 abandoned cars 


located on the property, according to Mar- 
vin Davis, county violation field super- 
visor for the county. 


Some of the locations also have been re- 


ported to the county board of health for 
unsanitary conditions. 


"THEY'RE UNFIT for human habit- 


ation. There's litter and garbage scattered 
throughout the jards," Davis explained 


It was not until early June last year 


that migrant housing zoning 
violations 


were investigated and eviction notices 
served.

Road Closing Causes Furor 


by ANNE HEDBACK 


Plans of Cook County and the State Di- 


vision of Highways to permanently close 
off Wheeling Road at Palatine Road have 
caused a furor among developers of the 
Palatine Expressway Industrial Park and 
Wheeling village officials. 


The plans, which were referred to in a 


Herald article on April 23, call for per- 
manent closing off of the intersection. Two 
ramps east of Wheeling Road will be 
opened to provide access to the express 
traffic lanes. 


A letter from village engineer Thomas 


Moody to the village board alerted the 
board to county and state plans last week. 


THE TRUSTEES ACTED 
to have 


Moody and planning consultant Thompson 
Dyke meet with George March, district 
engineer for the state highway depart- 
ment, and county highway department of- 
ficials to discuss the plans for closing of 
Wheeling Road. The board also asked that 
they discuss the state ^classification plan 
which would turn Wheeling Road over to 
the village if motor fuel tax increases are 
granted by the legislature. 


Moody told the Herald he notified the 


village of the county's plans only because 
the village should be made aware that 
traffic won't be able to cross Palatine 
Road at Wheeling Road. 


Moody said if this fits into the village's 


comprehensive plan it is fine, but if not, 
the village should consider its next action. 


C. E. OLSEN. village manager 
in 


Wheeling until last Thursday, told the 
Herald the village had always presumed 
there would be access to Palatine Road at 
the industrial area. Olsen explained that 
the village thought the barricades were 
only temporary until proper signals could 
be installed at the intersection. 


March said that plans to close the inter- 


section had been part of the original pro- 
gram since 19S8 or '59. He seemed sur- 
prised that Wheeling officials and devel- 
opers had not known about the closing, 
but admitted that it is a "set thing" and 
was only left open in the interim for con- 
struction. 


The district engineer said he was willing 


to meet with representatives of the village 
to hear their suggestions. Since village of- 
ficials were coming in to talk to him about 
the plans, he would not make statements 
about changes until he heard what village 
representatives had to say. 


CONCERN BY THE VILLAGE board 


was bolstered by two letters received dur- 
ing the week. 


A letter to village Pres. Ted Scanloo 


from Robert G. Lamphere, executive vice- 


president of Van Vlissingen and Co., de- 
velopers of the Palatine Expressway In- 
dustrial Park, called the plans "a devas- 
tating blow not only to our development 
but to all properties in the immediate vi- 
cinity." 


Another letter, a copy of which was re- 


ceived by Scanlon on Thursday, was di- 
rected to Thomas Cots, acting superin- 
tendent of the Cook County Highway Dept. 
by Loren H Semler, president of Metal 
Specialties Manufacturing Co. 


SEMLER OBJECTED TO the program. 


"Employes, salesmen, trucks, visitors and 
anyone having a business in this area 
would find themselves in an intolerable 
situation for ingress and egress to the 
premises," he noted. 


"We are sure that the announced plan 


for closing Wheeling Road would have an 
adverse effect on contemplated business 
interests in the area. We urge reconsid- 
eration of this matter so a more suitable 
solution to the problem will be forthcom- 
ing," Semler said. His company owns the 
property at the east side of Wheeling 
Road north of Palatine Road. 


EXACT AMOUNTS OF funds involved 


at the intersection are undeterminable, 
but Lamphere explained the importance of 
the intersection in his letter. 


"We have spent the last four years 


coordinating the extension of adequate 
sewer and water facilities to serve more 
than 450 acres of undeveloped land in the 
immediate area of this intersection. In 
this endeavor the cooperation of the vil- 
lage of Wheeling has been indispensable," 
he noted. 


With the utility installation recently 


c o m p l e t e d , Lamphere estimates that 
something over a half million dollars is 
involved in roads and utilities and that 
1969 improvements will add another quar- 
ter million. 


"IN ADDITION TO THIS we have four 
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specific building projects planned for con- 
struction this year in our Palatine Ex- 
pressway Industrial Park. The total in- 
vestment of these four projects alone ex- 
ceeds an additional one and-a-haif million 
dollars. This is only a fraction of the ulti- 
mate investment at this location," he said. 


"A conservative estimate of the total 


value of the completed and planned proj- 
ects for the immediate vicinity affected by 
this adverse decision must exceed One 
hundred million dollars," Lamphere em- 


Plans for the road, which was barri- 


caded following traffic fatalities at Buffalo 
Grove and Palatine Roads are that one 
ramp east of the intersection will be an 
off ramp for west bound traffic wishing to 
exit at Wheeling Road. 


THE OTHER RAMP, located about 500 


feet east of Wheeling Road would be an 
on-ramp for traffic on the east bound fron- 
tage road wishing to enter the express 
traffic lanes. 


Traffic on the frontage roads will re- 


main one way eastbound on the south side 
of the express lanes and one way west 
bound on the north skis.

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Student Violence Rumors Are Smoking 


Two of the (our leaders of the Student 


Smoking Committee at Elk Grove High 
School quit the campaign to change policy 
at the school late last week, expressing 
grave concern over possible violent stu- 
dent unrest. 


Paul Stathas and Greg King said they 


were quitting the campaign because they 
did not want to be part of rumored vio- 
lence reportedly planned by a small seg- 
ment of the student population. 


Sticking with plans to conduct surveys 


and present a case to the Dist. 214 board 
of education are Mark Thompson and 
James Brookman. They said Friday that 
two of three surve>s were ready to be dis- 
tributed. 


BROOKMAN. president of the school's 


student council, said opinions of students 
and faculty would be probed immediately, 
adding that organizational difficulties with 


a planned survey for Elk Grove Village 
residents was posing a problem. 


Stathas and King reacted sharply and 


negatively to a letter over school principal 
Robert Haskell's signature sent to parents 
of students who participated in a sit-in 
demonstration on April 24. 


The letter summed up the adminis- 


tration viewpoint, but Stathas felt students 
had been double-crossed. He said that the 
letter would only serve to provoke more 
militant students. 


Haskell expressed disappointment with 


the decision, praising Stathas for his lead- 
ership efforts. 


Stathas and King said they wanted no 


part of that, and announced they were 
withdrawing from the campaign 


HIGH SCHOOL administration officials 


and faculty have made it clear that any 
further demonstrations or militant conduct 
will not be tolerated. Several teachers Fri- 


day morning said they believed the school 
to have been "very tolerant" of the initial 
demonstration, although disciplinary ac- 
tion was taken against a number of stu- 
dents. 


Faculty members expressed concern 


about press coverage which they con- 
tended left the impression that the school 
either permitted student unrest to go with- 
out control, or that students were right 
and the administration wrong. 


Several agreed to an interview to dis- 


cuss their viewpoints early this week. 


IN A REPORT to students prepared by 


Thompson and Brookman, which was 
scheduled for distribution Friday, a re- 
view of progress and opinion by students 
and faculty was presented. 


Prepared with the assistance of the fac- 


ulty and school administration, the report 
said, "It is the goal of the student com- 


mittee to establish effective representation 
of the groups directly involved in this is- 
sue. The student committee recognizes a 
responsibility to be responsive to the wish- 
es of the majority in its recommendation 
for policy change. 


"We feel that this responsiveness is the 


best means of bringing about a reasonable 
solution to the present smoking problems 
in Elk Grove High School." 


THOSE PROBLEMS include illegal 


smoking in student washrooms and dam- 


age to the facilities, which have result- 
ed in several washrooms being locked be- 
cause of resulting unsanitary conditions. 


Additionally, problems relating to en- 


forcement of school policy were discussed 
by the students and faculty, and as part of 
a survey to teachers it was hoped that 
ideas might be discovered into ways 
school policy could be better enforced. 


The student committee again urged stu- 


dents to remain calm to permit the group 
the opportunity to meet with the board of 


education in a positive atmosphere. 


THEY SUBSCRIBED to administration 


and faculty opinion that additional dis- 
ruption of the school would not help settle 
the problem and could not be tolerated. 


Elk Grove Village police said they were 


aware of potential problems and would be 
able to deal with it should any violence 
break out at the school. 


They said they hoped a confrontation be- 


tween students 
and police could be 


avoided. 


Faculty-Student Smoking Poll 


Surveys being distributed to students 


and faculty at Elk Grove High School on 
the current school smoking policy include 
four questions for students and three for 
facult} 


The two groups are being polled inde- 


pendently by the Student Smoking Com- 
mittee, which is leading the bid for a 
change in school policy It wants an out- 
door smoking area similar to the arrange- 
ment at Forest View High School in Ar- 
lington Heights 


It seems clear to our studnet com- 


mittee that any reconsideration of the pre- 
sent policy would be possible only after 
the views of the administration, faculty, 
student body and community have been 


carefully considered," the survey states. 


Provision for comment for personal 


views on smoking and related issues were 
made in both surveys 


QUESTIONS ASKED of faculty include: 
Approximately how many times do you 


check washrooms per day? Do you find it 
personally offensive to be required to pa- 
trol the washrooms during your confer- 
ence period and at other times during the 
day7 Are you in favor of the estab- 
lishment of an outdoor smoking area on 
an experimental basis? 


Student questionaires included: Do you 


support the present policy against smok- 
ing m or around school? Do you feel that 
the present policy is properly enforced? 


Are you in favor of the establishment of 
an outdoor smoking area? If the present 
policy against smoking were properly en- 
forced, would you still be in favor of an 
outdoor smoking area? 


Student council Pres. James Brookman 


and Mark Thompson, co-leaders in the 
campaign since the resignations of Paul 
Stathas and Greg King, indicated that the 
school's five top administrators would be 
asked to present their views in written 
statments, and that a poll of the commu- 
nity would be taken 


Data compiled from the survey will be 


presented to the School Dist 214 board of 
education, possibly on May 12.

If the revenue proposal fails, 
then \ve will have to cut back on pro- 
grams Some of you who want to go to 
college might not be able to do so " 


On the Arrington proposal which in- 


cludes a reduction in the sales tax and 
elimination of personal and real property 
taxes, Simon told students that he advo- 
cates elimination of the sales tax on food 
items, with credit given for property taxes 
when computing state income taxes. 


Simon was well received by the stu- 


dents, many of whom swarmed around 
him after the program. The assembly in- 
cluded the high school jazz band, which 
received a standing ovation for its efforts 
before and after Simon's speech.

Tlw women who follow their men come 


from all parts of America to settle in Chi- 
cago's Northwest suburbs, and many 
come to Levittown-Strathmore in Buffalo 
Grove. 


Nine of the thousands of women who 


have moved their lives, hopes and fami- 
lies to Levitt's development in this area 
kaffee-klatsched over their mutual prob- 
lems last week. 


Of the nine women, only two were born 


in Chicago: the rest came from areas east 
of the Mississippi River. 


Because Levitt has established a reputa- 


tion for good homes In the east, the new 
Strathmore residents gravitated to Buffalo 
Grove. 


Petite, blonde Pam Havens came from 


a Levitt development in Maryland. She 
said she and her husband had (wo days to 
house-hunt their way up from southern Il- 
linois to Buffalo Grove. 


When they discovered Strathmore, they 


immediately bought a home. It was the 
only familiar thing they had seen in two 
exhausting days. 


The Levitt developments in the East are 


different from the current development in 
Buffalo Grove, Pam and the other women 
discovered. In the East. Levitt 
builds 


planned 
developments, complete with 


shopping centers, doctors' offices, swim- 
ming pools and churches. 


In Buffalo Grove. Strathmore was graft- 


ed onto an already existing community, 
and the facilities eastern homeowners bad 
expected were not available. 


The homes are higher-priced in this 


area than in the East, but these veterans 
of 26 different homes accepted this. In 
New Jersey. Levitt homes sell for $10,000 
lets than in Buffalo Grove and in Mary- 
land $1.500 less, they said. 


They came for the Levitt name, because 


Levitt offered easy financing, because the 
resale value of Levitt homes has proved 
good in the Fast, and because they hoped 
to meet people like themselves. 


Levitt has a breakdown of incomes of 


homeowners in the area and the number 
of children in families. This information 
helped the new homebuyers to decide they 
could, indeed, find people like themselves. 


In Strathmore. homebuyers don't have 


to put a big chunck of money into a house 
and then spend more for appliances and 
landscaping. The builder supplies all these 
things. Including them in the mortgage. 


"You 
could put down 10 per cent." the 


women said "That's hard to find in the 
Chicago area." 


Grace Jeffers. a slim brunette, comes 


from San Juan. Puerto Rico. She met her 
Chicago-born husband while attending 
school in Lake Forest. Their Strathmore 
home is a first home for the Jeffers, and 
Grace leans heavily on the advice of her 
more travel-seasoned neighbors. 


At the opposite end of the spectrum is 


Lou Alltop. a mother of teenagers who has 
piloted her family through six moves. 


The women say the record number of 


moves before coming to Strathmore in 
their knowledge is 13. 


Once families move to Strathmore they 


learn they must make an effort to make 
friends 
"We need friends because we 


don't have family." one woman said. 


' We bend over backwards to make 


friends." said another. "We are all 
new and we are all broke together " 


The new Strathmore residents have 


quickly banded together into an hard- 
working homeowners' association. 


"It's not that we're trying to form 


cliques and exclude other people in Buf- 
falo Grove,'1 on woman said. "In Strath- 
more we all have the same problems." 


"We hope the others don't have problems 


like ours." said a dark-haired young 
housewife 


'We are not isolated," another said. 


' Everyone here is interested in meeting 
people in other towns." 


The Strathmore women say they shop at 


Old Orchard and Golf Mill. They go to 
Chicago for entertainment when budget 
and babysitters allow. They also visit the 
restaurants in this area. 


"We hope we'll soon have a movie house 


around here," they said. 


About half of the husbands In Strath- 


more travel at least two days a week. 


When the Loop-based husbands are 


home the women join the daily 15-minute 
d r 1 v e-t o-the-Arlington-Heights 
-station 


trauma. 


Diane Meaholz has discovered a bus in 


Arlington Heights that takes suburban 
commuters to O'Hare Field for $1.50 a 
trip. She makes good use of this con- 
venience when transportation to the air- 
port is needed. 


The Strathmore residents are actively 


Involved in the political and municipal af- 
fairs of Buffalo Grove. On one meeting 
night of the village board, 15 of the 20 
people in attendance were Strathmore 
residents. 


"Moving makes you aware of planning 


problems," they said. "We can contribute 
a lot because we have varied ideas." 


The women think the idea of moving 


from one Levitt home area in the East to 
another in this part of the country is the 
best solution they can find to the problem 
of constant relocation. 


"We were confident with Levitt," Pam 


said. "After all, we didn't know the area."

And in- 
deed it did, when Pam Havens, who 
lived in a Levitt subdivision in Mary- 
land, was fransfered with her family 


to the Chicago area and discovered an 
other Levitt development in Buffalo 
Grove.

In 4-H, Maria has taken part in public 


speaking and demonstration competition. 
The latter is for projects the club mem- 
bers have worked on. 


Maria has been a first and second alter- 


nate in demonstration the past two years, 
while her 11-year old sister Shelley fin- 
ished ahead of her in public speaking. 
This was the first time Shelley has com- 
peted, and she won a class championship, 
losing out in higher competition. Shelley 
has been in 4-H two years. 


A STUDENT at Winston Park Ele- 


mentary School, Maria also has a Cook 
County award for table covering and rib- 
bons for various activities. 


The club is for boys and girls, 9 to 19 


years old. Not only is competition 
stressed, but a youngster frequently com- 
petes against someone in a higher age 
bracket, and Maria has competed against 
high school students.

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Schlickman Views Marks'Move as Premature 


S t a t e R e p . Eugene Schlickmin, 


R-Arllngton Heights, has called the 13th 
District congressional candidacy of Wll- 
mette Republican Gerald Marks "an anti- 
cipation of an event that hasn't officially 
happened." 


Marks Is the first candidate to announce 


for the Congressional seat that will be va- 
cated when Rep. Donald Rumsfeld takes 
over as director of the Office of Economic 
Opportunity. The OEO appointment by 
Pres. Richard Nixon is awaiting con- 
firmation by the U.S. Senate. 


Schlickman said that until the Senate 


confirms the nomination and Gov. Richard 
Ogilvie announces a vacancy in the dis- 
trict, any candidacy is premature. 


"IT DOESN'T COME AS any surprise," 


said Schlickman of Marks' announcement, 
"but the timing is a bit 
surprising." 


Schlickman. considered a good bet to seek 
Rumsfeld's seat, was notified by phone 
Thursday evening that Marks would be a 
candidate. 


"None of us has ever encountered this 


sort of situation before," he told the Her- 
ald, "and each man must deckle for him-

Until the official announcement of va- 


cancy by Ogilvie, which is expected im- 
mediately after Senate confirmation of the 
Rumsfeld appointment, Schlickman says 
he will make no announcement of his own 
plans.

man said he has received many en- 
dorsements of his own candidacy in the 
state capital.

Marks is the first candidate to announce 
for the congressional seat of Rep. Donald 
Rumsfeld. 


Rumsfeld is leaving the district a quar- 


ter way through a fourth term to become 
director of the Office of Economic Oppor- 
tunity. Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie is ex- 
pected to call a general election in Octo- 
ber when Rumsfeld's Senate confirmation 
is known. 


AT A FRIDAY press conference in the 


Chicago Press Club, the former Metropoli- 
tan Sanitary District (MSD) trustee took 
on the plank that Rumsfeld will be 
making a new career of "the crisis of the 
city." 


"The crises of urban communities in- 


clude cities and suburbs," Marks said be- 
fore television cameras. 


Calling city housing, poverty, education 


and crime and suburban transportation 
and pollution "cancers that can spread to 
each other," Marks called on a total solu- 
tion to resolve both problems 


"The role of the suburban congressman 


is to define the areas of agreement where 
we can move forward to solving the prob- 
lems of our times," he said on question- 
ing. "If we look only at the areas of dis- 
agreement, we'll fall behind. A congress- 
man has to do things that will help the 
welfare of the nation as a whole." 


Looking specifically at the Northwest 


suburbs, Marks mentioned this area was 
one of his greatest concerns while serving 


on the sanitary district board. 


"I FOUGHT FOR A realignment of dis- 


trict priorities to get sewers in the North- 
west suburbs," he said. Marks bucked a 
Democrat board majority while serving 
from 1966 to 1968. 


The Northwest suburbs' role in the ur- 


ban crisis, Marks announced, is the first 
thing any community can do — be willing 
to take a look at problems as they exist, 
thai support the ideas that hope to resolve 
them. 


Though Jewish, he quoted Pope John 


XXIII saying "every man must do what 
unites and not what divides." 


Told of a Northwest Municipal Confer- 


ence study on mass transportation, Marks 
said he supports the concept of funding 
mass transit on the same basis as high- 
ways. 


The congressional hopeful said if the na- 


tion re-directed its resources and energy 
away from Vietnam, it could focus on 
problems of the city and suburbs. De-esca- 
lation of the Vietnam war is also to be 
promoted in Marks' campaign. 


He agreed with U S. Rep. John Erlen- 


born's (DuPage County) idea to shut down 
O'Hare Airport at night, noting dual prob- 
lems of noise and air pollution that come 
with airports. 


HE FORESAW SOLVING a future sub- 


urban water shortage by applying tertiary 
treatment to all sewage treatment plants. 
This would cost $300 million to Cook Coun- 
ty, he said, but it would free enough Lake 
Michigan water to serve the suburbs. 


Illinois is limited to diverting 3,500 cubic 


feet of Lake Michigan water per second. 
Of this, Marks said, 1,500 cubic feet per 
second is needed for dilution to overcome 
the pollutant problem of inadequately 


treated sewage. 


Asked about President Nixon's plan to 


build environmental considerations into 
presidential decisions, Marks said he rec- 
ognizes there are environmental problems 
involved in anything. 


"Environment is a very important part 


of life today and we have to recognize all 
aspects of it." 


Earlier, he had mentioned everyone has 


to be concerned with the future and the 
world the future will bring.

Check points will be set up every two or 


three miles along the route at which the 
official card gi/en to each walker will be 
stamped.

Shortly after the march, walkers will col- 
lect the money they raise through their 
sponsors depending on how many miles 
each walks. 


About two weeks after the walk, an offi- 


cial follow-up program will be held, 
Strenski said, which will be attended by 
local, state and national dignitaries. 


The money raised on the walk will be 


turned over to the hunger foundation, ht 
added.

Welfare Link-Up 


The DuPage County Public Health Coun- 


cil is taking steps to bring all agencies 
and groups in the county concerned with 
social problems, welfare and recreation 
into one organization. 


At present, Homer G. Klene, council 


president, said plans are to create three 
committees. 


One would deal with social and recrea- 


tional problems. Another would treat prob- 
lems of welfare in relation to social life. 
The third would deal with health prob- 
lems. 


The chairman of each committee would 


be a member of the council's executive 
committee, he said. "In this way, the 
council will be a true representative of the 
total needs of the county." 


Perhaps, said Klene, a strenuous effort 


should be made to obtain financing for the 
council over and above the income of 
membership dues. 


"Consideration should also be given to 


changing the name to better represent the 
eventual aim of total community inter- 
est," he said. 


Since its beginning in 1940, the council 


has been instrumental in establishing a 
community nursing service, poison control 
center, national conference on youth, for- 
mation of the DuPage County Mental 
Health Society and creation of an alcohol- 
ism center. It was largely responsible for 
the development of interest in a county 
board of health, Klene said. 


Efforts were rewarded with the passage 


in 1944 of a referendum which provided 
the taxing power to support a board of 
health, he added. 


The permanent board of health was ap- 


proved in 194S with headquarters in Whea- 
ton and a present staff of 108 serving med- 
ical and environmental problems, sani- 
tation, nursing, health education and men- 
tal health.

She's young, only 33, but she has been 


aged beyond her years by troubles and 
worries.

and shrubberies. From the outside, every-

millions of families across the country 
who live in suburbia. 


The atmosphere inside is different from 


the outside facade of peace, tranquility, 
and normalcy. The woman is tense, anx- 
ious, and troubled. She plays with an emp- 
ty coffee mug to mask her nervousness 
while she speaks about her problems. 


Her children are young. They don't 


grasp the meaning of their mother's prob- 
lems, but they sense there's something 
wrong. Children know instinctively about 
such matters, especially when their moth- 
er and father no longer live together. 


The woman is involved in a divorce 


case, a topic which in itself is not alien to 
suburbia. But there are complications, fi- 


nancial trappings, that single out her case 
from the others. 


There 
were 
no problems or dis- 


agreements with the decision to divorce, 
which was an uncontested arrangement 
between man and wife. The court awarded 
her the children, the house and property, 
alimony and child support. 


According to the provisions, her hus- 


band would pay the court costs and the 
attorney's fee. Everything seemed routine. 
Just another divorce case for the books. 
Another statistic. 


But the divorce decree, which would 


make the proceedings final and binding, 
wasn't filed after the trial. The lady's law- 
yer was the stumbling block. 


"We separated last year," she ex- 


plained, "and last October, I consulted a 
lawyer because I wanted the divorce." 


During her first meeting with the law- 


yer, she had asked what the divorce would 
cost in dollars and cents. Each time she 
asked, he hedged around her questions, 
answering, "Don't worry. We'll make 
some arrangements later." 


During their consultations about the di- 


vorce, the lawyer never quoted an exact 
fee and reassured her that her husband 
would be held responsible for the attor-

Baker Officially Declared President

Hanover Park's village trustees official- 


ly declared Richard Baker village presi- 
dent at Thursday's board mceeting. The 
board also .seated three new trustees — 
Rev. David Hugh, Louis Barone and Barry 
Rogers. The board did not approve to seat 
trustees-elect James Lewis and James 
Scheuber. 


Village Ally. Richard Husted said the 


board was exercising the "historical right 
of legislative bodies to seat their own 
members." 


Village Pres. Eugene Domingue, head- 


ing his last official meeting as chief exec- 
utive, received the board's approval to 
hold a public inquiry into the quali- 
fications of Lewis and Schueber to hold 
office. The meeting will be May 24, at 10 
a.m. in the village hall, before the village 
board, which will decide the qualifications 
of the candidates. 


THAT BOARD will consist of Baker, 


trustees Bugh, Barone, Rogers, incumbent 
G o r d o n Jensen, and not-yet-relieved 
trustees Dick Peszynski and Frank Dalla 
Valle, who were not elected April 15. 


Peszynski filed a petition contesting the 


election of Scheuber. In case the May 24 
hearing results in the board reaching a tie 
vote, Baker will be in a position to vote as 
a board member, breaking the tie. Baker 
indicated to a Herald reporter that if such 
a situation develops, he will vote in favor 
of seating Scheuber and Lewis, since he is 
convinced they are legally qualified to 
hold office in Hanover Park. 


DOMINGUE SAID there is doubt as to 


Lewis' qualifications to hold office, and 
substantial evidence as to Scheuber's 
qualifications. He told the Herald: "I'm 
only doing my job. . .1 wouldn't go to 
these extremes otherwise." 


Jensen asked if there is any recourse, in 


case a potentially one-sided board decides 
to "ignore the evidence" and declare the 


candidates qualified. Husted responded 
that citizens could take the case to court, 
under certain state laws. 


Ruling on the series of meetings that 


constituted a canvass of election, the 
board decided to accept the election judg- 
es' sworn statements of results. Domingue 
advised the board that, in his personal 
opinion, the previous canvass should be 
disregarded, and that the judges' election 
totals be accepted. 


THE QUESTION of the status of the 


election recount, called by then president- 
elect Baker, was raised and discussed. 
Baker announced that he had been ad- 
vised that the recount petition, filed on the 
advice of Peoples Own Party Atty. Wil- 
liam Davies, was "premature." Whether 
or not recount action would continue, Bak- 
er said, ". . .depends on the board's ac- 
tion tonight." 


Atty. Gene Devitt, representing the chal- 


lenged candidates in Davies' absence, 


said, "The recount petition will be dis- 
missed, as soon as possible, if Baker is 
named president." 


Jensen (who won the presidential race 


by some 16 votes, as a result of the first 
board canvass), asked what is the status 
of the summons he received, informing 
him that the presidential seat was legally 
disputed. 


DEVITT RESPONDED that he did not 


file that petition, and that he advised 
Davies that the petition was premature. 
Devitt said he told Davies the recount pro- 
ceedings could not start legally until after 
an official declaration of election results. 
The official declaration was not made un- 
til Thursday when Baker, and the undis- 
puted three candidaten were seated. Baker 
affirmed Devitt's assertion that the 
recount petition, filed last Monday, was 
premature.

The sumer school director explained 


that bus service will be provided on an 
optional basis by the Schaumburg Trans- 
poration Co. Students may be bused at a 
cost of $10 per child for the five weeks of 
summer school from their neighborhood 
school to the school holding summer ses- 
sions. 


Summer school sessions will run from 9 


a.m. until noon, with the library at each 
school remaining open until 1 p.m. All stu- 
dents may use the school library whether 
they are enrolled in the summer program 
or not. 


DIST. 54 pupils in grades one through

Simon: Get Interested Now 


The major problem of contemporary 


government is to make laws responsive to 
the needs of the people, and to do that, 
poeple have to get involved with govern- 
ment. 


Lt. Gov. Paul Simon told that to an Elk 


Grove High School assembly Friday morn- 
ing at the school's Law Day program. 


"There 
are 
people who want two 


things," Simon told more than 2,000 stu- 
dents, "good government and to be able to 
sit at home and do nothing about govern- 
ment. You can't have both." 


The lieutenant governor told the group 


that good government requires people 
working at it, urging students to "get in- 
terested now and not later on." 


"On college campuses many people are 


asking serious questions about a lot of is- 
sues and government. The answer is that 
we can make government work if we use 
it and work at it. Interest on campuses is 
healthy despite excesses. The general situ- 
ation is much healthier than when I was 
in college." 


RESPONSIVENESS IN government and 


legislation to the needs of the people were 
a 
continuing point 
made by Simon 


throughout his speech. He cited a several 
pockets of poverty in Illinois, contending 
that "these people think they have been 
forgotten, and they have. There cannot be 
any forgotten Americans." 


Simon listed problems in Polk County, 


East St. Louis, Cairo, and the Chicago 
metropolitan area to substantiate his opin- 
ion. 


"It's been said that irresponsible people 


are moving into positions of leadership, 
and that's true. They are. They're moving 
into 
leadership 
whenever 
responsible 


people fail to take an interest." 


In a brief question-and-answer session, 


Simon drew considerable applause when 
he said he advocated lowering the voting 
age to 18. 


"I advocate this because experiments in 


four states have been good, and because I 
think that 18-year-olds today are better 
equipped than 21-year-olds were when the 
constitution was passed in 1870." 


"THERE IS A VERY real possibility 


that the change will be made with the 
new state constitution," he continued, not- 
ing that "Governor Ogilvie and I agree on 
this." 


Simon dodged a question regarding the 


smoking policy controversy at the school. 
"That's one area the lieutenant governor 
doesn't have to be responsible for," he 
said, drawing applause. 


Other questions posed by students in- 


cluded Cook county welfare programs, 
revenue needs of the State, and State Sen. 
W. Russell Arrington's proposal to elimi- 
nate the property tax. 


Simon contended that welfare programs 


are not being fair to both recipients and 
taxpayers, and that the cause of problems 
has to be found. Elderly and handicapped 
persons, he said, should be guaranteed a 
"decent, livable wage." 


SIMON BACKED OGILVIE'S income 


tax proposal. "We have to face our needs 
honestly. If the revenue proposal fails, 
then we will have to cut back on pro- 
grams. Some of you who want to go to 
college might not be able to do so." 


On the Arrington proposal which in- 


cludes a reduction in the sales tax and 
elimination of personal and real property 


taxes, Simon told students that he advo- 
cates elimination of the sales tax on food 
items, with credit given for property taxes 
when computing state income taxes. 


Simon was well I received by the stu- 


dents, many of whom swarmed around 
him after the program. The assembly in- 
cluded the high school jazz band, which 
received a standing ovation for its efforts 
before and after Simon's speech.

Both appeared before the House Munici- 


palities Committee in Springfield. 


Atcher said the conference resolution lie 


drafted supports the bond issue, provided 
Northwest suburban projects are high on 
the MSD's 10-} ear construction program 
priority list. 


HE TOLD THE conference April 25 that 


if additional sewer lines and treatment 
works are not extended soon, sewer tap- 
on s may have to be terminated and de- 


velopment curtailed. 


Pending the MSD's 10-year construction 


program are a $4.5 million extension to 
the Hanover reclamation plant, a $57.7 
plant, a $439 million O'Hare water recla- 
mation plant and three flood control re- 
serviors on Salt Creek 


MSD General Supt. Vinton Bacon told 


the conference last Friday the northwest 
and southwest Chicago suburbs would 
benefit most from the bond issue as these 
are the areas of fastest growth. 


COG this month voted to support the 


MSD bond issue as benefiting the entire 
county. Bacon has stated a countywide 
referendum would be likely to fail and not 
worth risking an estimated $1.5 million in 
referendum costs. 


THE HOUSE Municipalities Committee 


deferred a decision on the legislation. An- 
other meeting was set for Monday be- 
tween the committee and MSD staff. At- 
cher said he detected an affirmative atti- 
tude from committee members, though 
they wanted a specific construction list to 
review how the $380 million is to be spent.

K U B L E BEGINS visiting college 


campuses to interview prospective teach- 
ers in February of each year. And he usu- 
ally spends approximately eight weeks on 
recruitment trips. This year he visited 
about 45 colleges and universities in six 
midwest states. 


After interviews are held with prospec- 


tive teacher candidates on their respective 
campuses, suitable candidates are invited 
to apply for a teaching position in Dist. 54. 


Once a candidate decides to apply for a 


job, the prospective teacher's college 
placement office is requested to submit 
personal credentials of the applicants. 
These include a college grade transcript 
as well as recommendations of college 
professors. 


AT THIS POINT the Dist. 54 personnel 


director then requests the applicant to 
make a personal visit to the school dis- 
trict. Under a long-standing Dist. 54 pol- 
icy, no teacher is offered a contract until 
he or she has first made a personal in- 
spection of the local area. 


During the applicant's visit to the dis- 


trict, a second interview takes place. And 
principals of the various schools can then 
talk with the teacher candidates. 


"Spring is always the most active peri- 


od for recruiting teachers," Ruble said. 
College seniors often use their spring va- 
cation to visit school districts in which 
they are interested 


Many of the Dist. 54 teacher candidates 


are natives of the Chicagoland area, ac- 


cording to Ruble. 


THE DIST. 54 personnel director in- 


dicated that Dist. 54 teacher vacancy no- 
tices are mailed monthly to 196 colleges 
throughout the midwest. 


"About 40 per cent of our applications 


c o m e from seniors interviewed on 
campus," Ruble explained. 


Approximately 3,200 application forms 


were sent out by Dist 54 to individuals 
and placement offices this year. And more 
than 700 applications have been returned 
by teachers seeking a position. It is ex- 
pected that about 400 of these teachers 
will actually make personal visits for an 
interview. Interviews average one per 
hour, Monday through Friday, in the 
spring. 


AT PRESENT, Ruble said, all kinder- 


ten teaching positions are filled and there 
are only six junior high vacancies. The 
majority of vacancies exist for the first 
and second grade levels. 


"As with a mother, a teacher recruiter's 


work is never done," Ruble declared.

ALSO IN planning review is a storm re- 


tention pond-enlargement project, and a 
street repair and patching program to be 
completed during the summer months, as 
well as the Golf-Higgins sanitary sewer 
construction. 


In a discussion of the sewer system con- 


struction, it was brought out for the first 


time that the project will be financed 
through two special assessments. Recently 
the Board of Local Improvements (BOLD 
approved an approximate $800,000 special 
assessment for the Golf-Higgins system.

Atcher said he presented an objection to 


one MSD bill raising fines from $100 to 
$ 1 , 0 0 0 to Rep. Eugene Schlickman, 
R-Arlington Heights. 


Bacon had told the conference the fine 


increase for violations would put "teeth 
into ordinances since industry now finds it 
more economical to pay penalties than to 
correct violations. 


The MSD directs its fines to municipal- 


ities which generally pass the fine on to 
the violator. Atcher said the fine should go 
directly to the violator since municipal- 
ities now can only fine up to $500. Munici- 
palities could lose $500 per violation, and 
even if they get statutory authority to 
raise fines to $1,000, they will then have to 
prosecute as felonies, Atcher said.

She's young, only 33, but she has been

and shrubberies. From the outside, every- 
thing appears normal.

millions of families across the country 
who live in suburbia. 


The atmosphere inside is different from 


the outside facade of peace, tranquility, 
and normalcy. The woman is tense, anx- 
ious, and troubled. She plays with an emp- 
ty coffee mug to mask her nervousness 
while she speaks about her problems. 


Her children are young. They don't 


grasp the meaning of their mother's prob- 
lems, but they sense there's something 
wrong. Children know instinctively about 
such matters, especially when their moth- 
er and father no longer live together. 


The woman is involved in a divorce 


case, a topic which in itself is not alien to 
suburbia. But there are complications, fi- 
nancial trappings, that single out her case 
from the others. 


There 
were 
no problems 
or 
dis- 


agreements with the decision to divorce, 
which was an uncontested arrangement 
between man and wife. The court awarded 
her the children, the house and property, 
alimony and child support. 


According to the provisions, her hus- 


band would pay the court costs and the 
attorney's fee. Everything seemed routine. 
Just another divorce case for the books. 
Another statistic. 


But the divorce decree, which would 


make the proceedings final and binding, 
wasn't filed after the trial. The lady's law- 
yer was the stumbling block. 


"We separated last year," she ex- 


plained, "and last October, I consulted a 
lawyer because I wanted the divorce." 


During her first meeting with the law- 


yer, she had asked what the divorce would 
cost in dollars and cents. Each time she 
asked, he hedged around her questions, 
answering, "Don't worry. We'll make 
some arrangements later." 


During their consultations about the di- 


vorce, the lawyer never quoted an exact 
fee and reassured her that her husband 
would be held responsible for the attor- 
ney's fee. 


But she paid him a $50 deposit for his 


legal services, and later he asked for an 
additional $100 to assure "good faith." 


"While we were separated, my husband 


was sending money to provide for me arid 
the children. He had a full-time job, and 
there didn't appear to be any financial 
problems," she explained. 


She and her husband were married 14

Plans of Cook County and the State Di- 


vision of Highways to permanently close 
off Wheeling Road at Palatine Road have 
caused a furor among developers of the 
Palatine Expressway Industrial Park and 
Wheeling village officials. 


The plans, which were referred to in a 


Herald article on April 23, call for per- 
manent closing off of the intersection. Two 
ramps east of Wheeling Road will be 
opened to provide access to the express 
traffic lanes. 


A letter from village engineer Thomas 


Moody to the village board alerted the 
board to county and state plans last week. 


THE 
TRUSTEES ACTED 
to 
have 


Moody and planning consultant Thompson 
Dyke meet with George March, district 
engineer for the state highway depart- 
ment, and county highway departmrnt of- 
ficials to discuss the plans for closing of 
Wheeling Road. The board also asked that 
they discuss the state reclassification plan 
which would turn Wheeling Road over to 
the village if motor fuel tax increases are 
granted by the legislature. 


Moody told the Herald he notified the 


village of the county's plans only because 
the village should be made aware that 
traffic won't be able to cross Palatine 
Road at Wheeling Road. 


Moody said if this fits into the village's 


comprehensive plan it is fine, but if not, 
the village should consider its next action. 


C. E. OLSEN, village manager 
in 


Wheeling until last Thursday, told the 
Herald the village had always presumed 
there would be access to Palatine Road at 
the industrial area. Olsen explained that 
the village thought the barricades were 
only temporary until proper signals could 
be installed at the intersection. 


March said that plans to close the inter- 


section had been part of the original pro- 
gram since 1938 or '59. He seemed sur- 
prised that Wheeling officials and devel- 
opers had not known about the closing, 
but admitted that it is a "set thing" and 
was only left open in the interim for con- 
struction. 


The district engineer said he was willing 


to meet with representatives of the village 
to hear their suggestions. Since village of- 
ficials were coming in ?o talk to him about 
the plans, he would not make statements 
about changes until he heard what village 
representatives had to say. 


CONCERN BY THE VILLAGE board 


was bolstered by two letters received dur- 
ing the week. 


A letter to village Pres. Ted Scanlon 


from Robert G. Lamphere, executive vice- 
president of Van Vlissingen and Co., de- 
velopers of the Palatine Expressway In- 
dustrial Park, called the plans "a devas- 
tating blow not only to our development 
but to all properties in the immediate vi- 
cinity." 


Another letter, a copy of which was re- 


ceived by Scanlon on Thursday, was di- 
rected to Thomas Cots, acting superin- 
tendent of the Cook County Highway Dept. 
by Loren H. Semler, president of Metal 
Specialties Manufacturing Co. 


SEMLER OBJECTED TO the program. 


"Employes, salesmen, trucks, visitors and 
anyone having a business in this area 


would find themselves in an intolerable 
situation for ingress and egress to the 
premises," he noted. 


"We are sure that the announced plan 


for closing Wheeling Road would have an 
adverse effect on contemplated business 
interests in the area. We urge reconsic- 
eration of this matter so a more suitable 
solution to the problem will be forthcom- 
ing," Semler said. His company owns the 
property at the east side of Wheeling 
Road north of Palatine Road. 


EXACT AMOUNTS OF funds involved 


at the intersection are undeterminable, 
but Lamphere explained the importance of 
the intersection in his letter. 


"We have spent the last four years 


coordinating the extension of adequate 
sewer and water facilities to serve more 
than 450 acres of undeveloped land in the 
immediate area of this intersection. In 
this endeavor the cooperation of the vil- 
lage of Wheeling has been indispensable/' 
he noted. 


With the utility installation 
recently 


c o m p l e t e d , Lamphere estimates that 
something over a half million dollars is 
involved in roads and utilities and that 
1969 improvements will add another quar- 
ter million. 


"IN ADDITION TO THIS we have four 


specific building projects planned for con- 
struction this year in our Palatine Ex- 
pressway Industrial Park. The total in- 
vestment of these four projects alone ex- 
ceeds an additional one and-a-half million 
dollars. This is only a fraction of the ulti- 
mate investment at this location," he said. 


"A conservative estimate of the total

Same Home in New Town 


Suburban

The women who follow their men come 


from all parts of America to settle in Chi- 
cago's Northwest suburbs, and many 
come to Levittown-Strathmore in Buffalo 
Grove. 


Nine of the thousands of women who 


have moved their lives, hopes and fami- 
lies to Levitt's development in this area 
kaffee-klatsched over their mutual prob- 
lems last week. 


Of the nine women, only two were born 


in Chicago; the rest came from areas east 
of the Mississippi River. 


Because Levitt has established a reputa- 


tion for good homes in the east, the new 
Strathmore residents gravitated to Buffalo 
Grove. 


Petite, blonde Pam Havens came from 


a Levitt development in Maryland. She 
said she and her husband had two days to 
house-hunt their way up from southern Il- 
linois to Buffalo Grove, 


When they discovered Strathmore, they 


immediately bought a home. It was the 
only familiar thing they had seen In two 
exhausting days. 


The Levitt developments in the East are 


different from the current development in 
Buffalo Grove, Pam and the other women 
discovered. In the East, Levitt builds 
planned developments, complete with 
shopping centers, doctors' offices, swim- 
ming pools and churches. 


In Buffalo Grove, Strathmore was graft- 


ed onto an already existing community, 
and the facilities eastern homeowners had 
expected were not available. 


The homes are higher-priced in this 


area than in the East, but these veterans 
of 26 different homes accepted this. In 
New Jersey, Levitt homes sell for $10,000 
less than in Buffalo Grove and in Mary- 
land $1,500 less, they said. 


They came for the Levitt name, because 


Levitt offered easy financing, because the 
resale value of Levitt homes has proved 
good in the East, and because they hoped 
to meet people like themselves. 


Levitt has a breakdown of incomes of 


homeowners in the area and the number 
of children in families. This information 
helped the new homebuyers to decide they 
could, indeed, find people like themselves. 


In Strathmore, homebuyers don't have 


to put a big chunck of money into a house 
and then spend more for appliances and 
landscaping. Th» builder supplies all these 
things, including them in the mortgage. 


"You could put down 10 per cent," the 


women said. "That's hard to find in the 
Chicago area." 


Grace Jeffers, a slim brunette, comes 


from San Juan, Puerto Rico. She met her 
Chicago-born husband while attending 
school in Lake Forest. Their Strathmore 
home is a first home for the Jeffers, and 
Grace leans heavily on the advice of her

The Arlington House Restaurant and 


Lounge. 902 E Northwest Highway in Ar- 
lington Heights, will go out of business on 
July I. 


Mrs. Wallace Smith, wife of the owner 


of the restaurant, told the Herald Friday 
that the entire restaurant will close, but 
the cocktail lounge is already shut down. 


"We voluntarily turned in our liquor II- 


o'Tise to the village," she said. May 1 was 
the date for renewal of liquor licenses in 
Arlington Heights. 


Mrs. Smith said that she would like to 


sell the restaurant, but, at least for the 
moment, she has been unable to find a 
buyer. 


THE RESTAURANT has been in oper- 


ation for five years under the manage- 
ment of the Smiths. It is adjacent to the 
Arlington Inn, a 90-unit motel. 


Village Pres. Jack Walsh, when asked 


about the annual renewal of licenses, said 
that the only restaurant which did not 
gain a renewal was Chin's Restaurant, 10 
E. Miner. He said, however, that the de- 
lay was for purely technical reasons. 


After a hearing, it's customary to give 


property owners a period of grace to re- 
move the families, according to represen- 
tatives from the building department. 


IT WAS FURTHER explained that if the 


order is not complied with by the end of 
that time, the matter probably will go to 
court. 


The violations include four spots In the 


township. Three of them are owned by 
Vasylaty who was summoned to hearings 
by county officials several times last year, 
too. 


He owns lots at 1000 N. Smith Road, 600 


W. Wood St. and 263 N. Quentin Road. 


Last summer, Vasylaty was given 30 


days to evict tenants but county represen- 
tatives believe the period will be shorten- 
ed this time, since he's been served with 
violation notices for the same property 
previously. 


MIGRANT HOUSING on the property 


owned by Vasylaty can best be described 
as small farm shacks with no heating or 
plumbing. Some of them are converted 


storage sheds. He reportedly charges be- 
tween $60 and $120 a month per family for 
the living space. 


The Morales property has not been in- 


vestigated previously by the county zoning 
department. Last week, field investigators 
found several families living at 136 N. 
Quentin Road. 


In addition, there are 22 abandoned cars 


located on the property, according to Mar- 
vin Davis, county violation field super- 
visor for the county. 


Some of the locations also have been re- 


ported to the county board of health for 
unsanitary conditions. 


"THEY'RE UNFIT for human habit- 


ation. There's litter and garbage scattered 
throughout the yards," Davis explained. 


It was not until early June last year 


that migrant housing zoning violations 
were investigated 
and eviction 
notices 


served. County officials are hoping to 
eliminate further substandard housing this 
year, since the violations have been pin- 
pointed earlier.

in the United States, with more than two 
million members. 


Each county sends one individual and 


one club to the state finals While Maria 
seeks the Mistress of Ceremonies title, a 
club from Barrington will be trying to win 
the championship for the best skit. 


In 4-H, Maria has taken part in public 


speaking and demonstration competition. 
The latter is for projects the club mem- 
bers have worked on. 


Maria has been a first and second alter- 


nate in demonstration the past two years, 
while her 11-year old sister Shelley fin- 
ished ahead of her in public speaking. 
This was the first time Shelley has com- 
peted, and she won a class championship, 
losing out in higher competition. Shelley 
has been in 4-H two years. 


A STUDENT at Winston Park Ele-

eliminates tuition grants to parents and 
provides that the payments go directly to 
the nonpublic school. 


The constitutional question on whether 


the state can make payments to a church- 
operated school will be directly faced if 
the bill passes in its amended form. The 
tuition-grant approach ducked that issue. 


Mrs. Chapman, who saw a draft copy of 


HB 2350 before it was introduced gives 
that bill the best chance of passage. It 
sets the state aid level per nonpublic 
school pupil at $48 — the same as the flat 
grant paid by the state per public school 
student 
"There have been a lot of objections to 
the $60 and $90 amounts in HB 2116 be- 
cause it would mean the state would be 
paying more for nonpublic schools than it 
would be giving public schools in that 
same district," she explained.

She's young, only 33, but she has been 


aged beyond her years by troubles and 
worries. Slight of build with light brown 
hair, she is the mother of five children, 


She and the children live in the north- 


west Cook County suburbs in a comfort- 
able tri-level home with brick facing and 
aluminum siding, landscaped with grass 
and shrubberies From the outside, every- 
thing appears normal. 


A stranger probably wouldn't stop in

residents, unless

millions of families across the country 
who live in suburbia. 


The atmosphere inside is different from 


the outside facade of peace, tranquility, 
and normalcy. The woman is tense, anx- 
ious, and troubled. She plays with an emp- 
ty coffee mug to mask her nervousness 
while she speaks about her problems. 


Her children are young. They don't 


grasp the meaning of their mother's prob- 
lems, but they sense there's something 
wrong. Children know instinctively about 
such matters, especially when their moth- 
er and father no longer live together. 


The woman is involved in a divorce 


case, a topic which in itself is not alien to 
suburbia. But there are complications, fi- 
nancial trappings, that single oat her case 
from the others. 


There 
were 
no problems 
or dis- 


agreements with the decision to divorce, 
which was an uncontested arrangement 
between man and wife. The court awarded 
her the children, the house and property, 
alimony and child support. 


According to the provisions, her hus- 


band would pay the court costs and the 
attorney's fee. Everything seemed routine. 
Just another divorce case for the books. 
Another statistic. 


But the divorce decree, which would 


make the proceedings final and binding, 
wasn't filed after the trial. The lady's law- 
yer was the stumbling block. 


"We separated last year," she ex- 


plained, "and last October, I consulted a 
lawyer because I wanted the divorce." 


During her first meeting with the law- 


yer, she had asked what the divorce would 
cost in dollars and cents. Each time she 
asked, he hedged around her questions, 
answering, "Don't worry. We'll make 
some arrangements later." 


During their consultations about the di- 


vorce, the lawyer never quoted an exact 
fee and reassured her that her husband 
would be held responsible for the attor- 
ney's fee. 


But she paid him a $50 deposit for his 


legal services, and later he asked for an 
additional $100 to assure "good faith." 


"While we were separated, my husband 


was sending money to provide for me arid 
the children. He had a full-time job, and 
there didn't appear to be any financial 
problems," she explained. 


She and her husband were married 14

Plans of Cook County and the State Di- 


vision of Highways to permanently close 
off Wheeling Road at Palatine Road have 
caused a furor among developers of the 
Palatine Expressway Industrial Park and 
Wheeling village officials. 


The plans, which were referred to in a 


Herald article on April 23, call for per- 
manent closing off of the intersection. Two 
ramps east of Wheeling Road will be 
opened to provide access to the express 
traffic lanes. 


A letter from village engineer Thomas 


Moody to the village board alerted the 
board to county and state plans last week. 


THE 
TRUSTEES ACTED to 
have 


Moody and planning consultant Thompson 
Dyke meet with George March, district 
engineer for the state highway depart- 
ment, and county highway departmi-nt of- 
ficials to discuss the plans for closing of 
Wheeling Road. The board also asked that 
they discuss the state rectification plan 
which would turn Wheeling Road over to 
the village if motor fuel tax increases are 
granted by the legislature. 


Moody told the Herald he notified the 


village of the county's plans only because 
the village should be made aware that 
traffic won't be able to cross Palatine 
Road at Wheeling Road. 


Moody said if this fits into the village's 


comprehensive plan it is fine, but if not, 
the village should consider its next action. 


C. E. OLSEN, village manager 
in 


Wheeling until last Thursday, told the 
Herald the village had always presumed 
there would be access to Palatine Road at 
the industrial area. Olsen explained that 
the village thought the barricades were 
only temporary until proper signals could 
be installed at the intersection. 


March said that plans to close the inter- 


section had been part of the original pro- 
gram since 1958 or '59. He seemed sur- 
prised that Wheeling officials and devel- 
opers had not known about the closing, 
but admitted that it is a "set thing" and 
was only left open in the interim for con- 
struction. 


The district engineer said he was willing 


to meet with representatives of the village 
to hear their suggestions. Since village of- 
ficials were coming in to talk to him about 
the plans, he would not make statements 
about changes until he heard what village 
representatives had to say. 


CONCERN BY THE VILLAGE board 


was bolstered by two letters received dur- 
ing the week. 


A letter to village Pres. Ted Scanlon 


from Robert G. Lamphere, executive vice- 
president of Van Vlissingen and Co., de- 
velopers of the Palatine Expressway In- 
dustrial Park, called the plans "a devas- 
tating blow not only to our development 
but to all properties in the immediate vi- 
cinity." 


Another letter, a copy of which was re- 


ceived by Scanlon on Thursday, was di- 
rected to Thomas Cots, acting superin- 
tendent of the Cook County Highway Dept. 
by Loren H. Semler, president of Metal 
Specialties Manufacturing Co. 


SEMLER OBJECTED TO the program. 


"Employes, salesmen, trucks, visitors and 
anyone having a business in this area 


would find themselves in an intolerable 
situation for ingress and egress to the 
premises," he noted. 


"We are sure that the announced plan 


for closing Wheeling Road would have an 
adverse effect on contemplated business 
interests in the area. We urge reconsio 
eration of this matter so a more suitable 
solution to the problem will be forthcom- 
ing," Semler said. His company owns the 
property at the east side of Wheeling 
Road north of Palatine Road. 


EXACT AMOUNTS OF funds involved 


at the intersection are undeterminable, 
but Lamphere explained the importance of 
the intersection in his letter. 


"We have spent the last four years 


coordinating the extension of adequate 
sewer and water facilities to serve more 
than 450 acres of undeveloped land in the 
immediate area of this intersection. In 
this endeavor the cooperation of the vil- 
lage of Wheeling has been indispensable." 
he noted. 


With the utility installation recently 


c o m p l e t e d , Lamphere estimates that 
something over a half million dollars is 
involved in roads and utilities and that 
1969 improvements will add another quar- 
ter million. 


"IN ADDITION TO THIS we have four 


specific building projects planned for con- 
struction this year in our Palatine Ex- 
pressway Industrial Park. The total in- 
vestment of these four projects alone ex- 
ceeds an additional one and-a-half million 
dollars. This is only a fraction of the ulti- 
mate investment at this location," he said. 


"A conservative estimate of the total

Same Home in New Town 


Divorce 


Suburban

The women who follow their men come 


from all parts of America to settle in Chi- 
cago's Northwest suburbs, and many 
come to Levittown-Strathmore in Buffalo 
Grove. 


Nine of the thousands of women who 


have moved their lives, hopes and fami- 
lies to Levitt's development in this area 
kaffee-klatsched over their mutual prob- 
lems last week. 


Of the nine women, only two were born 


in Chicago; the rest came from areas east 
of the Mississippi River. 


Because Levitt has established a reputa- 


tion for good homes in the east, the new 
Strathmore residents gravitated to Buffalo 
Grove. 


Petite, blonde Pam Havens came from 


a Levitt development in Maryland. She 
said she and her husband had two days to 
house-hunt their way up from southern Il- 
linois to Buffalo Grove. 


When they discovered Strathmore, they 


immediately bought a home. It was the 
only familiar thing they had seen in two 
exhausting days. 


The Levitt developments in the Bast are 


different from the current development in 
Buffalo Grove, Pam and the other women 
discovered. In the East, Levitt 
builds 


planned developments, complete 
with 


shopping centers, doctors' offices, swim- 
ming pools and churches. 


In Buffalo Grove, Strathmore was graft- 


ed onto an already existing community, 
and the facilities eastern homeowners had 
expected were not available. 


The homes are higher-priced in this 


area than in the East, but these veterans 
of 26 different homes accepted this. In 
New Jersey, Levitt homes sell for $10,000 
less than in Buffalo Grove and in Mary- 
land $1,500 less, they said. 


They came for the Levitt name, because 


Levitt offered easy financing, because the 
resale value of Levitt homes has proved 
good in the East, and because they hoped 
to meet people like themsel' es. 


Levitt has a breakdown of incomes of 


homeowners in the area and the number 
of children in families. This information 
helped the new homebuyers to decide they 
could, indeed, find people like themselves. 


In Strathmore, homebuyers don't have 


to put a big chunck of money into a house 
and then spend more for appliances and 
landscaping. The builder supplies all these 
things, including them in the mortgage. 


"You could put down 10 per cent," the 


women said. "That's hard to find in the 
Chicago area." 


Grace Jeffers, a slim brunette, comes 


from San Juan, Puerto Rico. She met her 
Chicago-born 
husband 
while 
attending 


school in Lake Forest. Their Strathmore 
home is a first home for the Jeffers, and 
Grace leans heavily on the advice of her

north, the road jogs to the west at Nichols 
Road, then jogs east to resume its north- 
ern direction.) 


Buffalo 
Grove Village Mgr. William 


Bannister intends to explain the situation 
to Buffalo Grove officials at tonight's 
meeting of the village board. 


BANNISTER SAYS HE already has as- 


surances that David Anderson, road com- 
missioner of Vernon Township will cooper- 
ate in paving the Lake County portion of 
the road. 


If Arlington Heights and Buffalo Grove 


and agree to a joint paving project, there 


remains only one obstacle. Recent dis- 
cussion between the state highway dep- 
partment and the Cook County highway 
department have not produced a clear 
agreement on final responsibility for the 
road. 


George March, state highway engineer, 


said that responsibility for the road lies 
with the county. Arlington Heights Road 
south of Dundee Road is within state juris- 
diction, he said. 


THE STRETCH OF road under 
dis- 


cussion is a rutted section that runs from 
the increasingly heavily traveled Dundee 
Road north through farmland and subdivi- 
sions to the Lake County line. 


As the Stavros development to the west 


of the road, Buffalo Grove subdivisions, 
and industrial developments along Dundee 
Road and the portion of Arlington Heights 
Road in Arlington Heights become a real- 
ity, it is expected that a heavier burden of 
traffic will be placed on the narrow two- 
lane road.

Arlington House Will Close 


Thr Arlington House Restaurant and 


I-ounjfp. 9U2 E. Northwest Highway in Ar- 
lington Heights, will go out of business on 
July I 


Mrs Wallace Smith, wife of the owner 


of the restaurant, told the Herald Friday 
that the entire restaurant will close, but 
the cocktail lounge is already shut down. 


"We voluntarily turned in our liquor li- 


cense to the village." she said. May 1 was 
the date for renewal of liquor licenses in 
Arlington Heights. 


Mrs. Smith said that she would like to 


sell the restaurant, but, at least for the 
moment, she has been unable to find a 
buyer. 


THE RESTAURANT has been in oper- 


ation for five years under the manage- 
ment of the Smiths. It is adjacent to the 
Arlington Inn, a 90-unit motel. 


Village Pres. Jack Walsh, when asked 


about the annual renewal of licenses, said 
that the only restaurant which did not 
gain a renewal was Chin's Restaurant, 10 
E. Miner. He said, however, that the de- 
lay was (or purely technical reasons. 


After a hearing, it's customary to give 


property owners a period of grace to re- 
move the families, according to represen- 
tatives from the building department. 


IT WAS FURTHER explained that if the 


order is not complied with by the end of 
that time, the matter probably will go to 
court. 


The violations include four spots in the 


township. Three of them are owned by 
Vasylaty who was summoned to hearings 
by county officials several times last year, 
too. 


He owns lots at 1000 N. Smith Road, 600 


W. Wood St. and 263 N. Quentin Road. 


Last summer, Vasylaty was given 30 


days to evict tenants but county represen- 
tatives believe the period will be shorten- 
ed this time, since he's been served with 
violation notices for the same property 
previously. 


MIGRANT HOUSING on the property 


owned by Vasylaty can best be described 
as small farm shacks with no heating or 
plumbing. Some of them are converted 


storage sheds. He reportedly charges be- 
tween $60 and $120 a month per family for 
the living space. 


The Morales property has not been in- 


vestigated previously by the county zoning 
department. Last week, field investigators 
found several families living at 136 N. 
Quentin Road. 


In addition, there are 22 abandoned cars 


located on the property, according to Mar- 
vin Davis, county violation field super- 
visor for the county. 


Some of the locations also have been re- 


ported to the county board of health for 
unsanitary conditions. 


"THEY'RE UNFIT for human habit- 


ation. There's litter and garbage scattered 
throughout the yards," Davis explained. 


It was not until early June last year 


that migrant housing zoning violations 
were investigated and eviction notices 
served. County officials are hoping to 
eliminate further substandard housing this 
year, since the violations have been pin- 
pointed earlier.

In 4-H, Maria has taken part in public 


speaking and demonstration competition. 
The latter is for projects the club mem- 
bers have worked on.

ished ahead of her in public speaking. 
This was the first time Shelley has com- 
peted, and she won a class championship, 
losing out in higher competition.

to have

ment, and county highway department of- 
ficials to discuss the plans for closing of 
Wheeling Road, The hoard also asked that 
they discuss the state ^classification plan 
which would turn Wheeling Road over to 
the village if motor fuel tax increases are 
granted by the legislature 


Moody told the Herald he notified the 


village of the county's plans only because 
the village should be made aware that 
traffic won't he able to cross Palatine 
Road at Wheeling Road, 


Moody said if this fits into the village's 


comprehensive plan it is fine, but if not, 
the village should consider its next action, 


C. E. OLSEN, village manager in 


Wheeling until last Thursday, told the 
Herald the village had always presumed 
there would be access to Palatine Road at 
the industrial area. Olsen explained that 
the village thought the barricades were 
only temporary until proper signals could 
be installed at the intersection, 


March said that plans to close the inter- 


section had been part of the original pro- 
gram since 195& or '59, He seemed sur* 
prised that Wheeling officials and devel- 
opers had not known about the closing, 
but admitted that it is a "set thing" and 
was only left open in the interim for con- 
struction. 


The district engineer said he was willing 


to meet with representatives of the village 
to hear their suggestions. Since village of- 
ficials were coming in to talk Co him about 
the plans, he would not make statements 
about changes until he heard what village 
representatives had to say, 


CONCEHN BY THE VILLAGE board 


was bolstered by two letters received dur- 
ing the week. 


A letter to village Pres. Ted Scanlon 


from Robert G, Lamphere, executive vice- 
president of Van Vlissingen and Co,, de- 
velopers of the Palatine Expressway In- 
dustrial Park, called the plans "a devas- 
tating blow not only to our development 
but to all properties in the immediate vi- 
cinity " 


Another letter, a copy of which was re- 


ceived by Scanlon on Thursday, was di- 
rected to Thomas Cots, acting superin- 
tendent of the Cook County Highway Dept. 
by Loren H Sender, president of Metal 
Specialties Manufacturing Co. 


SEMLER OBJECTED TO the program. 


"Employes, salesmen, trucks, visitors and 
anyone having a business in this area 


would find themselves in an intolerable 
situation for ingress and egress to the 
premises/1 he noted, 


"We are sure that the announced plan 


for closing Wheeling Road would have an 
adverse effect on contemplated business 
interests in the area. We urge reconsu 
eration of this matter so a more suitable 
solution to the problem will he forthcom- 
ing/* Semter said. His company owns the 
property at the east side of Wheeling 
Road north of Palatine Road. 


EXACT AMOUNTS OF funds involved 


at the intersection are undeterminable, 
but Lamphere explained the importance of 
the intersection in bis letter. 


"We have spent the last four years 


coordinating the extension of adequate 
sewer and water facilities to serve more 
than 450 acres of undeveloped land in the 
immediate area of this intersection. In 
this endeavor toe cooperation of the vil- 
lage of Wheeling has been indispensable/' 
benoted.

kaffee-klatsched over their mutual prob- 
lems last week. 


Of the nine women, only two were born 


in Chicago; the rest came from areas east 
of the Mississippi River, 


Because Levitt has established a reputa- 


tion for good homes in the east, the new 
Strathmore residents gravitated to Buffalo 
Grove. 


Petite, blonde Pam Havens came from 


a Levitt development in Maryland, She 
said she and her husband had two days to 
house-hunt their way up from southern Il- 
linois to Buffalo Grove, 


When they discovered Strathmore, they 


immediately bought a home, It was the 
only familiar thing they had seen In two 
exhausting days. 


The Levitt developments in the East are 


different from the current development in 
Buffalo Grove, Pam and the other women 
discovered, Jn the East, Levitt builds 
planned developments, complete with 
shopping centers, doctors* offices, swim- 
ming poob and churches, 


In Buffalo Grove, Strathmore was graft- 


ed onto an already existing community, 
and the facilities eastern homeowners had 
expected were not available, 


The homes are higher-priced in this 


area than in the East, but these veterans 
of 36 different homes accepted this, In 
New Jersey, Levitt homes sell for 510,000 
less than in Buffalo Grove and in Mary* 
land $1,500 Jes$T they said, 


They came for the Levitt name, because 


Levitt offered easy financing, because the 
resale value of Levitt homes has proved 
good in the East, and because they hoped 
to meet people tike themselves, 


Levitt has a breakdown of incomes of 


homeowners in the area and the number 
of children in families. This information 
helped the new homebuyers to decide they 
could, indeed, find people like themselves, 


In Strathmore, homebuyers don't have 


to put a big chonck of money into a house 
and then spend more for appliances and 
landscaping, The builder supplies all these 
things, including them in the mortgage. 


"You could put down 10 per cent/' the

A letter from village engineer Thomas 


Moody to the village board alerted the 
board to county and state plans last week,

Moody and planning consultant Thompson 
Dyke meet with George March, district 
engineer for the state highway depart- 
ment, and county highway department of- 
ficials to discuss the plans for closing of 
Wheeling Road, The board also asked that 
they discuss the state ^classification plan 
which would turn Wheeling Road over to 
the village if motor fuel tax increases are 
granted by the legislature, 


Moody told the Herald he notified the 


village of the county's plans only because 
the village should be made aware that 
traffic won't be able to cross Palatine 
Road at Wheeling Road. 


Moody said if this fits into the village's 


comprehensive plan it is fine, but if not, 
the village should consider its next action. 


C. E. QL5EN, village manager in 


Wheeling until last Thursday, told the 
Herald the village had always presumed 
there would be access to Palatine Road at 
the industrial area, Olsen explained that 
the village thought the barricades were, 
only temporary until proper signals could 
be installed at the intersection. 


March said that plans to close the inter- 


section had been part of the original pro- 
gram since 1959 or '59, He seemed snr* 
prised that Wheeling officials and devel- 
opers had not known about the closing, 
but admitted that it is a "set thing" and 
was only left open in the interim for con- 
struction.

Simon's Message 


The major problem of contemporary 


government is to make laws responsive to 
the needs of the people, and to do that, 
poeple have to get involved with govern- 
ment 


Lt Gov. Paul Simon told that to an Elk 


Grove High School assembly Friday morn- 
ing at the school's Law Day program, 


"There are people who want two 


things/' Simon told more than 2,000 stu- 
dents, "good government and to be able to 
sit at home and do nothing about govern* 
ment You can't have both," 


The lieutenant governor told the group 


that good government requires people 
working at it, urging students to "get in- 
terested now and not later on." 


"On college campuses many people are 


asking serious questions about a lot of is- 
sues and government. The answer is that 
we can make government work if we use 
it and work at it. Interest on campuses is 
healthy despite excesses. The general situ- 
ation is much healthier than when 1 was 
in college/1 


RESPONSIVENESS IN government and 


legislation to the needs of the people were 
a continuing point made by Simon 
throughout bis speech. He cited a several 
pockets of poverty in Illinois, contending 
that "these people think they have been 
forgotten, and they have. There cannot be 
any forgotten Americans/' 


Simon listed problems in Polk County, 


East St. Louis, Cairo, and the Chicago 
metropolitan area to substantiate his opin- 
ion. 


"It's been said that irresponsible people 


are moving into positions of leadership, 
and that's true. They are. They're moving 
into 
leadership 
whenever 
responsible 


people fail to take an interest," 


In a brief question*and-answer session, 


Simon drew considerable applause when 
he said he advocated lowering the voting 
age to la 


"I advocate this because experiments in 


four states have been good, and because I 
think that 18-year-olds today are better 
equipped than 21-year-olds were when the 
constitution was passed in 1870." 


"THERE IS A VERY real possibility 


that the change will be made with the 
new state constitution/' he continued, not 
ing that "Governor Ogilvfe and I agree on 
this/* 


Simon dodged a question regarding the 


smoking policy controversy at the school. 
"That's one area the lieutenant governor 
doesn't have to be responsible for/' he 
said, drawing applause. 


Other questions posed by students in- 


cluded Cook county welfare programs, 
revenue needs of the State, and State Sen, 
W. Russell Arlington's proposal to elimi- 
nate the property tax. 


Simon contended that welfare programs 


are not being fair to both recipients and 
taxpayers, and that the cause of problems 
has to be found. Elderly and handicapped 
persons, he said, should be guaranteed a 
"decent, livable wage/' 


SIMON BACKED OCILV1E S income 


tax proposal. 'We have to face our needs 
honestly, If the revenue proposal fails, 
then we will have to cut back on pro- 
grams. Some of you who want to go to 
college might not be able to do so/' 


On the Arrifi£toit proposal which in- 


cludes a reduction in the sales tax and 
elimination of personal and real property 
taxes, Simon told students that he advo- 
cates elimination of the sates tax on food 
items, with credit given for property taxes 
when computing state income taxes, 


Simon was well received by the stu- 


dents, many of whom swarmed around 
him after the program. The assembly in- 
eluded the high school jazz band, which 
received a standing ovation for its efforts 
before and after Simon's speech,

And Ronald Ruble, DisL 54 personnel di- 


rector, is busy now recruiting classroom 
teachers for the 1969-70 school year. 


An enrollment of approximately 11,600 


pupils is expected next fall. 


With 84 additional teachers needed to 


handle the growing enrollment, an exten- 
sive recruiting program is being con- 
ducted daily by Ruble, who is responsible 
for seeking, interviewing, and hiring new 
teachers for the district. 


In addition, it is expected that about 75 


of the district's 430 teachers will be leav- 
ing due to job transfers or other reasons, 
And replacements will have to be hired. 


K U B L E 
BEGINS visiting college 


campuses to interview prospective teach- 
ers in February of each year, And he usu- 
ally spends approximately eipht weeks on 
recruitment trips. This year he visited 
about 45 colleges and universities in six 
midwest states. 


After interviews are held with prospec- 


tive teacher candidates on their respective 
campuses, suitable candidates are invited 
to apply for a teaching position in Dist. 54. 


Once a candidate decides to apply for a 


job, the prospective teacher's college 
placement office is requested to submit 
personal credentials of the applicants. 
These include a college grade transcript 
as well as recommendations of college 
professors. 


AT THIS POINT the DisL 5* personnel 


director then requests the applicant to 
make a personal visit to the school dis- 
trict, Under a long-standing DisL 54 pol- 
icy, no teacher is offered a contract until 
he or she has first made a personal in- 
spection of the local area, 


During the applicant's visit lo the dis- 


trict, a second interview takes place. And 
principals of the various schools can then 
talk with the teacher candidates, 


"Spring is always the most active peri- 


od for recruiting teachers/' Ruble said. 


Community 


College seniors often use their spring va- 
cation to visit school districts in which 
they are interested. 


Many of the Dist 54 teacher candidates 


are natives of the Chicagoland area, ac- 
cording to Ruble, 


THE DIST, 54 personnel director in- 


dicated that Dist. 54 teacher vacancy no- 
tices are mailed monthly te 196 colleges 
throughout the midwest. 


* 
lAbout 40 per cent of our applications 


come from seniors interviewed on 
campus/1 Ruble explained. 


Approximately 3,200 application forms 


were sent out by Dist. 54 to individuals 
and placement offices this year. And more 
than 700 applications have been returned 
by teachers seeking a position. It is ex- 
pected that about 400 of these teachers 
will actually make personal visits for an 
interview. Interviews average one per 
hour, Monday through Friday, in the 
spring. 


AT PRESENT, Ruble said, all kinder- 


ten teaching positions are filled and there 
are only six junior high vacancies. The 
majority of vacancies exist for the first 
and second grade levels, 


"As with a mother, a teacher recruiter's 


work is never done/1 Ruble declared.

Two area state representatives who 


serve on the House Education Committee 
win be on the firing line Tuesday as three 
bills providing for state aid to nonpufolic 
schools come up for committee vote, 


Mail has been heavy both for and 


against the bfll and at this point both 
Gene Hoffman, R-Elmburst> and Mrs. Eu- 
genia Chapman, D-Arlington Heights, ap- 
pear to be on the fence. Hoffman is lean- 
ing toward the negative side. 


"I am going to find it very difficult to 


support state aid for nonpoblic schools," 
Hoffman said Friday- "We are con- 
stitutionally mandated to provide a good 
common school education - and I'm not 
sure there's going to be enough money for 
that." 


Mrs. Chapman is "in a dilemma'1 be- 


cause she has said she will support state 
aid Cor nonpublic schools if they meet pub- 
lic school standards for teachers certifica- 
tion, safety of construction and the like, 
Two of the three nonpublic school aid hills 
now go part way toward meeting her 
specifications. 


CONFUSING THINGS for both state 


representatives is the fact that major 
changes have been made in one of the 
three nonpublic school aid 
measures, 


House Bill 2116, since the committee 
heard testimony on it last Tuesday. 


Neither Hoffman nor Mrs, Chapman has 


yet received a copy of H,B, 2350, another 
nonpublic school aid bill to come up for 
committee vote Tuesday. 


Originally H.B, 2116 calls for the state to 


make tuition grants to parents of children 
attending private and parochial schools. 
The amounts called for were $60 per 
grade school pupil and $90 per high school 
student. 


The bill's chief sponsor, State Rep. Ed- 


ward Copeland, R-Chkago, added major 
amendments Friday. 


One of the amendments, Mrs. Chapman 


said, calls for all teachers hired Septem- 
ber Iflffl or after to meet state certifica- 
tion standards. She said that amendments 
"goes a long way*' in satisfying her reser- 
vations about the bill, 


A N O T H E R AMENDMENT however 


eliminates tuition grants to parents and 
provides that the payments go directly to 
the nonpublic school 


The constitutional question on whether 


the state can make payments to a church- 
operated school will be directly faced if 
the bill passes in its amended form. The 
tuition-grant approach ducked that issue. 


Mrs, Chapman, who saw a draft copy of 


Past mistakes 
can be 
corrected. 


HB 2350 before it was introduced gives 
that bill the best chance of passage, It 
sets the state aid level per oonpoblic 
school pupil at 148 — the same as the flat 
grant paid hy the state per public school 
student,

cause it would mean the state wooW be 
paying more for nonpublic schools than it 
would be giving public schools tn that 
same district/' she explained.

Floros1 viewpoint was enthusiastically

dents, spotting a newspaper story, rushed 
to the village hall to complain and that 
portion of the plan was changed to allow 
office buildings to be used as a buffer be- 
tween the homes and the railroad.

Page after page of the planning map of 


Mount Prospect explains why taxpayers in 
local school districts are unhappy with 
their tax bills. Each block of lots in the 
book is uniformly stamped "R-l" for 
single-family homes, but also for single- 
family taxpayers, 


Randhurst paid the village $700,000 in 


sales tax in JOT, but it paid $515,000 in 
combined taxes to River Trails Dist 26, 
High School Dist, 214, the village and all 
other taxing bodies represented on a Cook 
County tax bill. 


Golf Road, the dividing line between 


Dist, 59 and Dist. 57 established by Cook 
County awards all the heavy assessments 
to the south to Elk Grove's 59. No new 
land in 57 is zoned industrial by the vil- 
lage's new map and plan. Those that are 
presently zoned M have lain fallow for 
years. 


IN SUBSEQUENT ACTION the plan 


commission did adopt a planned unit de- 
velopment, but Old Orchard, according to 
the zoning map, is now zoned for single 
family homes, a horrifying suggestion to 
Prospect Heights School Dist, 23. 


Through its firm seat on the lid of indus- 


trial, office and commercial zoning in 
Mount Prospect, the plan commission, ei- 
ther by fault or default, has kept the tax 
base 
from 
showing the 
phenomenal 


growth 
seen in surrounding communities. 


But the spark that will reunite the com- 


munity into a cooperative whole is miss- 
ing. The plan allows the village to remain 
in "neighborhoods" keeping each one a 
small province with little vested interest 
in the over-all community, 


It may remain for the private business 


sector to bring these provinces together, 
melding them mto a true village that re- 
volves around a business hub accurately 
reflecting the earning power and educa- 
tion of Mount Prospect residents.

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Student Violence Rumors Are Smoking 


Two of th* four leaders of the Student 


Smoking Comxmtttt at Elk Grove High 
School quit the campaign to change policy 
at the school late last week, expressing 
grave concern over possible violent stu- 
dent unrest. 


Paul Stathto and Greg King said they 


were quitting the campaign because they 
did not want to be part of rumored vio- 
lence reportedly planned by a small aeg- 
merit of the Jtudent population, 


Sticking with plans to conduct surveys 


and present a case to the Dlst, 214 board 
of education are Mark Thompson and 
James Brookntan. They said Friday that 
two of three jjurvess were ready to he dis- 
tributed, 


BKOOKMAN, president of the school's 


student council said opinions of students 
and faculty would be probed immediately, 
adding that organizational difficulties with 


a planned survey for Elk Grove Village 
residents was posing a problem, 


Stathas and King reacted sharply and 


negatively to a letter over school principal 
Robert Hastens signature sent to parents 
of students who participated in a sit-in 
demonstration on April 24, 


The letter summed up the adminis- 


tration viewpoint, but Stathas felt students 
had been double-crossed. He said that the 
letter would only serve to provoke more 
militant students. 


Maskell expressed disappointment with 


the decision, praising Stathas for his lead- 
ership efforts. 


Stathas and King said they wanted no 


part d that, and announced they were 
withdrawing from the campaign 


HIGH SCHOOL administration officials 


and faculty have made it clear that any 
further demonstrations or militant conduct 
wilt not be tolerated. Several teachers Fri- 


day morning said they believed the school 
to have been <*my tolerant" of the initial 
demonstration, although disciplinary ac- 
tion was taken against a number of stu- 
dents. 


Faculty members expressed concern 


about press coverage which they con- 
tended left the impression that the school 
either permitted student unrest to go with- 
out control, or that students were right 
and the administration wrong. 


Several agreed to an interview to dis- 


cuss their viewpoints early this week, 


IN A REPORT to students prepared by 


Thompson and Broofcman, which was 
scheduled for distribution Friday, a re- 
view of progress and opinion by students 
and faculty was presented. 


Prepared with the assistance of the fac- 


ulty and school administration, the report 
said, "ft b the goal of the student com* 


mittee to establish effective representation 
of the groups directly involved in this is- 
sue. The student committee recognizes a 
responsibility to be responsive to the wish- 
es of the majority in its recommendation 
for policy change. 


"We feel that this responsiveness is the 


best means of bringing about a reasonable 
solution to the present smoking problems 
in Elk Grove High School" 


THOSE PROBLEMS include illegal 


smoking in student washrooms and dam- 


age to the facilities, which have result- 
ed in several washrooms being locked be- 
cause of resulting unsanitary conditions 


Additionally, problems relating to en- 


forcement of school policy were discussed 
by the students and faculty, and as part of 
a survey to teachers it was hoped that 
ideas might be discovered into ways 
school policy could he better enforced 


The student committee again urged stu- 


dents to remain calm to permit the group 
the opportunity to meet with the board of 


education in a positive atmosphere. 


THEY SUBSCRIBED la a<frainistra£km 


and faculty opinion that additional dis- 
ruption of the school would not help settle 
the problem and could not ba tolerated. 


Elk Grove Village police said they were 


aware of potential problems and would be 
able to deal with it should any violence 
break out at the school 


They said they hoped a confrontation be-

Preliminary 
plans 
for the 
230-acre 


Stavro.s Development in extreme north Ar- 
lington Heights were studied during an in- 
formal meeting of a plan commission 
committee 


James and Gust Stavros, developers of 


the proposed Three Lakes project have 
been going around and around with the 
Arlington Heights Plan Commission and 
village board since July, 1967. 


The development would include acreage 


on the north and south sides of Nichols 
Road between Long Grove and Arlington 
Heights roads The Stavros' plans included 
multiple-family units, single-family dwell- 
ings and a golf course 


THE VILLAGE board has previously 


a s k e d a n d r e c e i v e d r e s t r i c - 
ts e covenant from the developers to as- 
sure that the golf course would remain 
open land and not be developed for apart- 
ments at a later date. 


If the developers thought their hassle 


with the village was over, they were 
wrong. Past problems with the devel- 
opment have included the dedication of 12 
acres in the area for a park-school site. 
Also, about a year ago the Stavros threat- 
ened to disannex from Arlington Heights. 


Members of the committee plan to hold 


an informal meeting with the developers 
before the entire Plan Commission views 
the preliminary plans this Wednesday. 


Committee 
members 
outlined some 


questions and suggestions they wanted to 
ask the developers before recommending 
approval of the plans by the rest of the 
commission. 


The committee wants the developer to 


dedicate and improve the section of North 
Arlington Heights Road adjacent to the 
subdivision. 


VILLAGE PLANNING Engineer John 


Best stated he had contacted 
Buffalo 


Grove's engineering department about the 
east side of the road which would fall un- 
der Buffalo Grove's jurisdiction. 


He said they had informally agreed to 


development of that section of Arlington 
Heights Road as a four-lane street with a 
grass parkway in the middle. 


Stavros will be asked to dedicate and 


improve the western two lanes of the pro- 
posed four-lane street. 


Committee members said they didn't 


like the names chosen for streets in the 
plans. Names include Country Club Road, 
Slicers Lake Lane and Par Road. The 
committee will request the developer to 
reconsider those names and perhaps to re- 
name them to conform to street names in 
the southern part of the village. 


COMMITTEE MEMBER James Ryan 


noted the plans did not show a fence 
around the three lakes to be included in 


the subdivision's golf course. He said a 
child had drowned in one of those lakes 
about two years ago and he thinks they 
should be fenced in.

Since the lots are zoned single-family, 


eviction notices can be served if multi- 
family dwelling units are found on the 
property. 


Arlington House Will Close 


The Arlington House Restaurant and 


Lounge. 902 E. Northwest Highway in Ar- 
lington Heights, will go out of business on 
July 1. 


Mrs. 
Wallace Smith, wife of the owner 


of the restaurant, told the Herald Friday 
that the entire restaurant will close, but 
the cocktail lounge is already shut down. 


"We voluntarily turned in our liquor li- 


cense to the village," she Mid. May 1 was 
the date for renewal of liquor licenses in 
Arlington Heights. 


Mrs. 
Smith said that she would like to 


sell the restaurant, but, at least for the 
moment, she has been unable to find a 
buyer. 


THE RESTAURANT has been in oper- 


ation for five years under the manage- 
ment of the Smiths. It is adjacent to the 
Arlington Inn, a 90-unit motel. 


Village Pres. Jack Walsh, when asked 


about the annual renewal of licenses, said 
that the only restaurant which did not 
gain a renewal was Chin's Restaurant, 10 
E. Miner. He said, however, that the de- 
lay was for purely technical reasons. 


After a hearing, it's customary to give 


property owners a period of grace to re- 
move the families, according to represen- 
tatives from the building department. 


IT WAS FURTHER explained that if the 


order is not complied with by the end of 
that time, the matter probably will go to 
court. 


The violations include four spots in the 


township. Three of them are owned by 
Vasylaty who was summoned to hearings 
by county officials several times last year, 
too. 


He owns lots at 1000 N. Smith Road, 600 


W. Wood St. and 263 N. Quentin Road. 


Last summer, Vasylaty was given 30 


days to evict tenants but county represen- 
tatives believe the period will be shorten- 
ed this time, since he's been served with 
violation notices for the same property 
previously. 


MIGRANT HOUSING on the property 


owned by Vasylaty can best be described 
as small farm shacks with no heating or 
plumbing. Some of them are converted 


storage sheds. He reportedly charges be- 
tween $60 and $120 a month per family for 
the living space. 


The Morales property has not been in- 


vestigated previously by the county zoning 
department. Last week, field investigators 
found several families living at 136 N. 
Quentin Road. 


In addition, there are 22 abandoned cars 


located on the property, according to Mar- 
vin Davis, county violation field super- 
visor for the county. 


Some of the locations also have been re- 


ported to the county board of health for 
unsanitary conditions. 


"THEY'RE UNFIT for human habit- 


ation. There's litter and garbage scattered 
throughout the yards," Davis explained. 


It was not until early June last year 


that migrant housing zoning 
violations 


were investigated 
and eviction notices 


served. County officials are hoping to 
eliminate further substandard housing this 
year, since the violations have been pin- 
pointed earlier.

Maria Richter, a 13-year old Palatine 


girl, will be Cook County 4-H Club repre- 
sentative at the Illinois State 4-H Finals in 
Springfield after winning the title of Mis- 
tress of Ceremonies in conpetition in La 
Grange. 


In capturing her title, Maria had to in- 


troduce three acts, and was judged on 
such points as poise, diction, enthusiasm, 
attitude, posture, and how well the act 
was promoted. 


A three-year member of her 4-H Club, 


Maria's activities include photography, 
sewing, baking, handicrafts and designing 
table covers. 


Originally an extension of the Depart- 


ment of Agriculture, the 4-H concerned it- 
self with farm animals. The vast majority 
of its members came from the farms and 
ranches of rural America. 


Now, 
4-H clubs are moving into urban 


areas, providing a wide variety of activi- 
ties. Maria's club calls itself "Scratches 
and Burns" for the scratches the girls get 
while sewing, and the burns they receive 
in cooking classes. 


THERE ARE more than 5,200 4-H Clubs 


in the United States, with more than two 
million members. 


Each county sends one individual and 


one club to the state finals While Maria 
seeks the Mistress of Ceremonies title, a 
club from Harrington will be trying to win 
the championship for the best skit. 


In 4-H, Maria has taken part in public 


speaking and demonstration competition. 
The latter is for projects the club mem- 
bers have worked on. 


Maria has been a first and second alter- 


nate in demonstration the past two years, 
while her 11-year old sister Shelley fin- 
ished ahead of her in public speaking. 
This was the first time Shelley has com- 
peted, and she won a class championship, 
losing out in higher competition. Shelley 
has been in 4-H two years. 


A STUDENT at Winston Park Ele- 


mentary School, Maria also has a Cook 
County award for table covering and rib- 
bons for various activities. 


The club is for boys and girls, 9 to 19 


years 
old. 
Not only is competition 


stressed, but a youngster frequently com- 
petes against someone in a higher age 
bracket, and Maria has competed against 
high school students. 


When a 4-H Club member picks a proj- 


ect to work on, he has to keep a record of 
the project. If one youngster doesn't finish 
the project, it goes as a black mark 


against the entire club. 


When keeping a project record, the boy 


or girl must be completely honest. As 
Maria's mother, Mrs. Louis Richter, point- 
ed out, "There's always someone in the 
club who knows better" if a member ex- 
aggerates. 


The boy or girl must give a demonstra- 


tion or talk about the project, Maria said. 


THE 4-H CLUB send a member a book- 


let, explaining various aspects of the proj- 
ect picked. Maria made a wax sculpture 
for a handicraft project. She saw a wom- 
an working with wax at the Parke County 
Maple Sugar Festival in Parke County, In- 
diana, and decided she would like to try 
it. 


Maria sews many of her own clothes, a 


skill she learned in 4-H. Members also 
take trips in the area, have skating and 
swimming parties, and other activities. 


In addition to 4-H work, Maria is a Girl 


Scout and interested in the drama club at 
school. She took a third place in the school 
science fair, with a project on optics. 
Maria takes part in Special Opportunities 
Classes in Dist. 15, which are for students 
who have demonstrated 
an ability to 


learn, rather than just for academic 
achievement. 


MARIA IS not an outstanding student, 


but a good all-around student, her father 
said. Both her parents are completely sold 
on 4-H. When Mrs. Richter was in an acci- 
dent recently, "the girls really took over 
the house." 


"I think what the girls get out of 4-H is 


fantastic," she added. 


The Richter's live on McArthur Drive, 


and in the garage are some rabbits Shel- 
ley is raising as a 4-H project.

It was the 
only familiar thing they had seen in two 
exhausting days. 


The Levitt developments in the East are 


different from the current development in 
Buffalo Grove, Pam and the other women 
discovered. In the East, Levitt 
builds 


planned 
developments, 
complete 
with 


shopping centers, doctors' offices, .swim- 
ming pools and churches. 


In Buffalo Grove, Strathmore was graft- 


ed onto an already existing community, 
and the facilities eastern homeowners had 
expected were not available. 


The homes are higher-priced in this 


area than in the East, but these veterans 
of 26 different homes accepted this. In 
New Jersey, Levitt homes sell for $10,000 
less than in Buffalo Grove and in Mary- 
land $1,500 less, they said. 


They came for the Levitt name, because 


Levitt offered easy financing, because the 
resale value of Levitt homes has proved 
good in the East, and because they hoped 
to meet people like themselves. 


Levitt has a breakdown of incomes of 


homeowners in the area and the number 
of children in families.

In Strathmore, bomebuyers don't have 


to put a big chunck of money into a house 
and then spend more for appliances and 
landscaping. The builder supplies all these 
things, including them in the mortgage.

women said. "That's hard to find in the 
Chicago area." 


Grace Jeffers, a slim brunette, comes 


from San Juan, Puerto Rico. She met her 
Chicago-born 
husband 
while 
attending 


school in Lake Forest. Their Strathmore 
home is a first home for the Jeffers, and 
Grace leans heavily on the advice of her 
more travel-seasoned neighbors. 


At the opposite end of the spectrum is 


Lou Alltop, a mother of teenagers who has 
piloted her family through six moves. 


The women say the record number of 


moves before coming to Strathmore in 
their knowledge is 15. 


Once families move to Strathmore they 


learn they must make an effort to make 
friends. "We need friends because we 
don't have family," one woman said. 


"We bend over backwards to make 


friends," 
said 
another 
"We are 
all 


new .and we are all broke together " 


The new Strathmore residents have 


quickly banded together into an hard- 
working homeowners' association. 


"It's not that we're trying to form 


cliques and exclude other people in Buf- 
falo Grove," on woman said. "In Strath- 
more we all have the same problems." 


"We hope the others don't have problems 


like ours," said a dark-haired young 
housewife. 


"We are not isolated," another said. 


"Everyone here is interested in meeting 
people in other towns." 


The Strathmore women say they shop at 


Old Orchard and Golf Mill. They go to 
Chicago for entertainment when budget 
and babysitters allow. They also visit the 
restaurants in this area. 


"We hope we'll soon have a movie house 


around here," they said.

Plans of Cook County and the State Di- 


vision of Highways to permanently close 
off Wheeling Road at Palatine Road have 
caused a furor among developers of the 
Palatine Expressway Industrial Park and 
Wheeling village officials. 


The plans, which were referred to in a 


Herald article on April 23, call for per- 
manent closing off of the intersection. Two 
ramps east of Wheeling Road will be 
opened to provide access to the express 
traffic lanes. 


A letter from village engineer Thomas 


Moody to the village board alerted the 
board to county and state plans last week. 


THE 
TRUSTEES 
ACTED to 
have 


Moody and planning consultant Thompson 
Dyke meet with George March, district 
engineer for the state highway depart- 
ment, and county highway department of- 
ficials to discuss the plans for closing of 
Wheeling Road. The board also asked that 
they discuss the state reclassification plan 
which would turn Wheeling Road over to 
the village if motor fuel tax increases are 
granted by the legislature. 


Moody told the Herald he notified the 


village of the county's plans only because 
the village should be made aware that 
traffic won't be able to cross Palatine 
Road at Wheeling Road. 


Moody said if this fits into the village's 


comprehensive plan it is fine, but if not, 
the village should consider its next action. 


C. E. OLSEN, village manager in 


Wheeling until last Thursday, told the 
Herald the village had always presumed 
there would be access to Palatine Road at 
the industrial area. Olsen explained that 
the village thought the barricades were 
only temporary until proper signals could 
be installed at the intersection. 


March said that plans to close the inter- 


section had been part of the original pro- 
gram since 1958 or '59. He seemed sur- 
prised that Wheeling officials and devel- 
opers had not known about the closing, 
but admitted that it is a "set thing" and 
was only left open in the interim for con- 
struction. 


The district engineer said he was wilbng 


to meet with representatives of the village 
to hear their suggestions. Since village of- 
ficials were coming in to talk to him about 
the plans, he would not make statements 
about changes until he beard what village 
representatives had to say. 


CONCERN BY THE VILLAGE board 


was bolstered by two letters received dur- 
ing the week. 


A letter to village Pres. Ted Scanlon 


from Robert G. Lamphere, executive vice- 
president of Van Vlissingen and Co., de- 
velopers of the Palatine Expressway In- 
dustrial Park, called the plans "a devas- 
tating blow not only to our development 
but to all properties in the immediate vi- 
cinity." 


Another letter, a copy of which was re- 


ceived by Scanlon on Thursday, was di- 
rected to Thomas Cots, acting superin- 
tendent of the Cook County Highway Dept. 
by Loren H. Semler, president of Metal 
Specialties Manufacturing Co. 


SEMLER OBJECTED TO the program. 


"Employes, salesmen, trucks, visitors and 
anyone having a business in this area 
would find themselves in an intolerable 
situation for ingress and egress to the 
premises," he noted. 


"We are sure that the announced plan 


for closing Wheeling Road would have an 
adverse effect on contemplated business 
interests in the area. We urge reconsid- 
eration of this matter so a more suitable 
solution to the problem will be forthcom- 
ing," Semler said. His company owns the 
property at the east side of Wheeling 
Road north of Palatine Road. 


EXACT AMOUNTS OF funds involved 


at the intersection are undeterminable, 
but Lamphere explained the importance of 
the intersection in his letter. 


"We have spent the last four years 


coordinating the extension of adequate 
sewer and water facilities to serve more 
than 450 acres of undeveloped land in the 
immediate area of this intersection. In 
this endeavor the cooperation of the vil- 
lage of Wheeling has been indispensable," 
he noted. 


With the utility installation recently 


c o m p l e t e d , Lamphere estimates that 
something over a half million dollars is 
involved in roads and utilities and that 
1969 improvements will add another quar- 
ter million. 


"IN ADDITION TO THIS we have four 


specific building projects planned for con- 
struction this year in our Palatine Ex- 
pressway Industrial Park. The total in- 
vestment of these four projects alone ex- 
ceeds an additional one and-a-half million 
dollars. This is only a fraction of the ulti- 
mate investment at this location," he said. 


"A conservative estimate of the total 


value of the completed and planned proj- 
ects for the immediate vicinity affected by 
this adverse decision must exceed One 
hundred million dollars," Lamphere em- 
phasized. 


Plans for the road, which was barri- 


caded following traffic fatalities at Buffalo 
Grove and Palatine Roads are that one 
ramp east of the intersection will be an 


off ramp for west bound traffic wishing to 
exit at Wheeling Road. 


THE OTHER RAMP, located about 500 


feet east of Wheeling Road would be an 
on-ramp for traffic on the east bound fron- 
tage road wishing to enter the express 
traffic lanes. 


Traffic on the frontage roads will re- 


main one way eastbound on the south side 
of the express lanes and one way west 
bound on the north side.

Two area state representatives who 


serve on the House Education Committee 
will be on the firing line Tuesday as three 
bills providing for state aid to nonpublic 
schools come up for committee vote 


Mail has been heavy both for and 


against the bill and at this point both 
Gene Hoffman. R-Elmhurst, and Mrs. Eu- 
genia Chapman, D-Arlington Heights, ap- 
pear to be on the fence. Hoffman Is lean- 
ing toward the negative side. 


"I am going to find it very difficult to 


support state aid for nonpublic schools," 
Hoffman said Friday. "We are con- 
stitutionally mandated to provide a good 
common school education — and I'm not 
sure there's going to be enough money for 
that." 


Mrs Chapman is "in a dilemma" be- 


cause she has said she will support state 
aid for nonpublic schools if they meet pub- 
lic school standards for teachers certifica- 
tion, safety of construction and the like 
Two of the three nonpublic school aid bills 
now go part way toward meeting her 
specifications 


CONFUSING THINGS for both state 


representatives is the fact that major 
changes have been made in one of the 
three nonpublic school aid measures, 
House Bill 2116, since the committee 
heard testimony on it last Tuesday 


Neither Hoffman nor Mrs Chapman has 


yet received a copy of H B 2350, another 
nonpublic school aid bill to come up for 
committee vote Tuesday 


Originally H B 2116 calls for the state to 


make tuition grants to parents of children 
attending private and parochial schools. 
The amounts called for were $60 per 
grade school pupil and $90 per high school 
student. 


The bill's chief sponsor, State Rep. Ed- 


ward Copeland, R-Chicago, added major 
amendments Friday 


One of the amendments, Mrs. Chapman 


said, calls for all teachers hired Septem- 
ber 1971 or after to meet state certifica- 
tion standards. She said that amendments 
"goes a long way" In satisfying her reser- 
vations about the bill 


A N O T H E R AMENDMENT however 


eliminates tuition grants to parents and 
provides that the payments go directly to

County Moves On Migrant Housing 


Palatine Township property 
owners 


charged with migrant housing zoning vio- 
lations by the Cook County Building De- 
partment last week have been summoned 
to hearings on May 12. 


In the meantime, both Ivan Vasylaty 


and Mrs. Jesse Morales have been issued 
cease and desist orders because of several 
migrant families found living on their 
property. 


Since the lots are zoned single-family, 


eviction notices can be served if multi- 
family dwelling units are found on the 
property. 


After a hearing, it's customary to give 


property owners a period of grace to re- 
move the families, according to represen- 
tatives from the building department 


IT WAS FURTHER explained that if the 


order is not complied with by the end of 
that time, the matter probably will go to 
court. 


The violations include four spots in the 


township. Three of them are owned by 
Vasylaty who was summoned to hearings 
by county officials several times last year, 
too. 


He owns lots at 1000 N. Smith Road, 600 


W. Wood St. and 263 N. Quentin Road. 


Last summer, Vasylaty was given 30 


days to evict tenants but county represen- 
tatives believe the period will be shorten- 
ed this time, since he's been served with 
violation notices for the same property 
previously. 


MIGRANT HOUSING on the property 


owned by Vasylaty can best be described 
as small farm shacks with no heating or 
plumbing Some of them are converted 
storage sheds He reportedly charges be- 
tween $60 and $120 a month per family for 
the living space. 


The Morales property has not been in- 


vestigated previously by the county zoning 


department. Last week, field investigators 
found several families living at 136 N 
Quentin Road. 


In addition, there are 22 abandoned cars 


located on, the property, according to Mar- 
vin Davis, county violation field super- 
visor for the county. 


Some of the locations also have been re- 


ported to the county board of health for 
unsanitary conditions. 


'THEY'RE UNFIT for human habit- 


ation. There's litter and garbage scattered 
throughout the yards," Davis explained. 


It was not until early June last year 


that migrant housing zoning violations 
were investigated and eviction

served. County officials are hoping to 
eliminate further substandard housing this 
year, since the violations have been pin- 
pointed earlier.
